Fort Warren in Boston harbor, it 
is easy to understand the instant 
and emphatic popular approval 
of his courageous act. But it is 
possible to understand the public 
eommendation of the act by the 
Secretary of the Navy and the 
vote of thanks to Capt. Wilkes 
by congress only on the theory 
that they were carried off their 
feet by the popular enthusiasm. 
The act, however, transgressed the 
neutral rights for which the United 
States itself had always contended. 
Captain Wilkes had undertaken to 
put in force the right of visitations 
and search which the United States 
had found insufferable when _ it 
was claimed by Great Britain. 
Of course there was nothing for 
Lincoln to do but to accede prompt- 
ly to the demand of Great Britain 
and release the prisoners with an 
apology. The people, after they 
had cooled off, acknowledged the 
justice of Lincoln’s decision, though 
his tactful declaration, ‘fone war 
at a time’ undoubtedly helped 
to quell the storm of indignation at 
England’s manner of asserting her 
demand for the surrender of the 
prisoners. 

And by the same token of Lin- 
coln’s native integrity and trained 
legal mind, we should find him to- 


day upholding the Hay-Paunce- 
forte Treaty and not seeking, by 
a conscience-easing resort to a 


jingoistic or a commercial patriot- 
ism, to find some technical loop- 
hole of escape. ‘The United States 
honor back out of its 
own motion.

Will Cost over $1,000,000 and will 
Have Capacity of Over 4,000 
Cars 

In the little village of Mechanieville, 
N. Y. 189 miles from Boston, the gigantic 
new east-bound freight yard of the Bos- 
ton & Maine railroad is under construc- 
tion. This yard, costing more than $1,- 
000,000 will be completed early this fall, 
Three and one half miles long, it will 
embody the most modern and_seientific 
ideas of railroad construction. 

The yard is what is known as a “hump 
yard” the tirst of its kind to be established 
on either of the B. & M. or New Haven 
system. 

To define a hump yard is to describe 
it. A single track comes in from the main 
line and rises almost imperceptibly until 
the top of the hump is reached, from which 
there is a heavy down grade, From the 
track up which the freight train is backed, 
a fanlike arrangement of tracks radiates 
through the breadth of the yard. This 
fan formation starts with the steep grade 
into the yard from the crest of the hump; 
and it is from this arrangement of grades 
and tracks that the yard acquires its 
name and proves its efficiency. In the old 
days freight was eut out and grouped 
by a multitude of switching engines, 
In this modern yard the weight of the 
load and the grade of the radiating tracks 
does all the work, and 2 train is split up 
and made up with the aid of one engine, 
needed to back the mixed 
train to the “crest.” 

On the erest of the rise 
tioned, and the trainloads are 
the gradual slope, stopped by 
the crest. At present ten men, 
ed as “riders’’ are ready to climb onto each 
car as it is cut off to guide it to the proper 
track. The man on the “hump” has a list 
containing the destination of each car 
and the track assigned. On signal the 
train’ is started slowly, and when the last 
ear is directly on the crest of the hump, 
it is cut off, and by its own momentum is 
carried to the proper destination, track 1, 
or 10, or 15, as the case may be. The ipé 
formation us to the proper trac ‘Hk is given 
to the rider, who by signal transmys it 
to the switchman. The train continues 
backing until all ten of the riders have 
been sent off, cach haying in charge from 
one to five cars 

Under the working of this yard, much 
valuable time is saved to the railroad and 
the shippers, although owing to the great- 
er number of men required it is more ex- 
pensive to operate than the old system, 

Radiating from the main line, which 
runs directly through the center of the 
yard, are tracks that branch out with 
a wide swee p, re turning again to the main 
track at various distances. 

Ten of these tracks, each with a capacit 
of eighty cars, will be known as “‘receiving 
tracks.” Wach receiving track takes the 
ears from a certain point. For instance: 
Track No. 1 takes cars consigned for 
Boston; track No. 2 for Portland; track 
No. 3 for Bangor; track No, 4 for Fiteh- 
burg, ete. 

Thirty-six tracks of sixty-five car capa- 
city, will be ‘classification tracks.’ These 
classification tracks will be confined to 
freight for local stations along the various 
routes, also for cars not needed to make 
up a single train, while other tracks, 

“cripple tr: acks”’ will take care of 300 cars. 

The total capacity of the yard, when 
completed, will be over 4,000 cars—100 
trainloads of 40 cars each. With each 
trainload averaging 1,800 tons, the enor- 
mous aggregate of 72,000 tons of freight 
can be handled with speed and regularity 
at this wonderful plant. Upwards of 
forty-five miles of track must be laid to 
make up this enormous capacity. 

Also under construction is a_ brick 
Aas house covering one and one-quar- 
ter acres of land and containing twenty- 
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five stalls for locomotives, a power plant | 


for supplying electricity for the yard 
lights—a special feature of which will be 
a row of electrie lights running the entire 
length of the yard. The care and the com- 
fort of the men are considered essential 
and shower baths and recreation rooms are 
to be located here for them. ‘There ire 
also a sand house, coaling plant, cold 
storage icing plant for refilling refrigera- 
tor cars, stock pens, ash and inspection 
pits, ete. All of these buildings are to be 
of reinforced concrete. There is a turn- 
table eighty-five feet in length to care for 
the largest locomotives. 

This yard was formerly a vast swamp, 
terminating at the westerly side with a 
huge ledge of rocks, towering high in the 
air. 450,000 cubie yards of filling has 
been necessary, 825,000 cubie yards of 
this having to be drilled from the ledge, 
besides 125,000 cubic yards of earth which 
was dumped to complete the fill. 

This yard i in its infaney and work- 
ing under unfavorable conditions, yet 
each day over 500 cars of freight consigned 
to the east are distributed and forward- 
ed, besides the handling of about 200 
cars consigned to the town of Mechanic- 
ville itself. 

When completed, there will be 
1,000 east-bound cars passing over 
hump every 24 hours, In other words, 
the cars passing over the hump yearly, 
if hitehed together would reach from the 
Atlantie to the Pacifie coast. 

The present equipment of the yard in- 
cludes nine switching engines, one hundred 
and twenty-five yard men, twenty-four 
yard clerks and twenty-two freight clerks. 
This equipment and force will be steadily 
increased until, with the completion of 
the yard the maximum is reached, 

The new yard is perhaps the largest 
of the single undertakings of the New 
england lines and is being installed in 
pursuance of the policy of giving to New 
Hngland the most modern railroad service 
engineering skill can devise.

Tuberculosis Asserts Sur- 
geon B. S. Warren 
(By United Press) 
Washington, May 9—Insufficient 
wages and long hours in great in- 


dustrial establishments is one of 
the chief reasons for thespread 
of tuberculosis in this country, 


according to Surgeon B, 8. War- 
ren, of the United States Public 
Health and Marine Hospital ser- 
vice, who was one of the peinciplal 
speakers today before the second 
day’s session of the convention of 
the National association for the 
Study and Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis. Dr. Warren declared that 
good wages and short hours have

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A WORD ABOUT MOTHERS’

New York, May 10—Federal and 
state troops turned out here today 
to pay honor to the memory of 
Major-General Carl Schurz, edi- 
tor, statesman, publicist and sol- 
dier. The occasion was the un- 
veiling of a monument to the man 
who has been called the greatest 
German born citizen of the United 
States. A parade of five divisions 
of soldiery and a special division 
composed of the Veteran Corps of 
Artillery, Captain Charles Elliott 
Warren commanding, made up one 
of the most imposing military 
displays which has ever turned out 
in New York to honor the memory 
of any man who has held an office 
lower than that of President of the 
United States. Detachments of 
various posts of the Grand Army 
formed euard at the 
reviewing stand, where the Mayor 
of New York reviewed the troops. 

Carl Schurz, memory

Later he went to Paris and then 
London as a newspaper correspond- 
ent. In London he married Miss 
Margaret Meyer, of Hamburg. 
Becoming interested in abolition 
in America he came here in 1852, 
settling in Watertown, Wis., where 
he established a newspaper. Being 
defeated for lieutenant governor 
he entered the legislature. He was 
appointed minister to Spain in 
1861, resigning the post in 1861, to 
join the Union army as a private. 
He to brigadier-general and 
then to major-general for his work 
in the battles of Gettysburg, Chane 
llorsville and Bull Run. After 
the war he beeame Washington 
correspondent for the New York 
Tribune. After a year he went to 
Detroit where he founded the 
Post. In 1867 he founded the 
Westliche Post, which is today the 
leading German publication in the 
West, with Emil Preetorius, 
of German-American 

Schurz was temporary 
the Republican national con- 
vention in Chicago in 1868 and 
served United States Senator 
from Missouri from 1869 to 1875. 
He was secretary of the Interior 
from 1877 to 1881. In i872 Schurz 
took a leading part in the organiza- 
tion of the short-lived Liberal 
party, and was chairman of the 
convention whieh nominated Hor- 
ace Greely for president. 

In 1881 Schurz went to 
York and for three years was 
editor of the Evening Post. He 
retired in 1898 to devote his time 
to literature. His autibography 
was running in a current magazine 
at the time of his death. For his 
literary work he was made an 
L. L. D. by Harvard and the Uni- 
versity of Missouri. ‘Tall and 
sparely built, Carl Schurz was one 
of the nost striking figures of his 
time. His iron gray hair and 
square cut beard and large black 
rimmed eye glasses, attached to a 
broad black ribbon, gave him a 
scholarly look, and ‘he always at- 
tracted attention from those who 
passed’ him in Park Row or Fifth 
avenue, ‘The man’s character can 
best be understood by two favor- 
ite sayings of Schurz:

At a hearing today in the district court Judge John G. 
Maguire presiding, Mariano Ferrara and Joseph Galli were 
charged with manslaughter in causing the death of Charles 
O’Brien on his farm at Burlington, April 23.

The government witnesses testified to the facts, already 
published in fullin the JOURNAL, adding two new features that 
may prove to be significant. The shoes of Galli fitted exactly 
into half a dozen fresh footprints found in the hotbeds, and the 
knots on O’Brien’s blackthorn walking stick which he is known 
to have had with him when he left home, April 22, and which 
was found beneath his dead body April 23, coincided perfectly 
with the indentations in the wounds on Galli’s head. The stick, 
cracked near its farther end, proving that it had been used | 
with force, was shown, and identified by Miss O’Brien, and the 
witness who found the body. 

The government evidently is strong in its belief that it has 
the right man in Galli. That it put forward only sufficient 
evidence to show probable cause is evident from fact that 
Minot Howe, who is conceded to be an important witness was 
not called, and it is hinted the government has other testimony | 
that it will produce later. 

The two suspects were brought here from Cambridge at 
8.34 by Patrolman Edward T. ’ONeil. As they seated themselves 
in the dock they quickly sought and found in the audience a 
number of friendly compatriots and signals of greeting passed | 
between them. Ferrara seemed the more alert of the two men, 
and watched every move of the case with evident interest. Galli 
on the other hand had a less expressive face, and wore a more 
dogged and sullen if not dejected air.

The interchange of letters be- 
tween the geography pupils of the 
Hanson and the seventh 
grade pupils of various schools over 
the United States, of which account 
was given in the JOURNAL for 
May 8, has been progressing very 
successfully sinee, and many in- 
letters have been re- 
and sent.

The letters received have v 
widely, Those from Memphis con- 
sisted chiefly of very elaborate 
albums of posteards, sixty five 
in all, showing the industries and 
the views about the city. One 
book, for instance, show  progres- 
sively the manufacture of cotton, 
from the time it is picked by negros 
in the fields until the picture is 
shown of the bales of cotton piled 
; mountain high on the levee, ready 
for shipment. The letters from 
Washington, on the other hand, 
were written at length by the pupils 
themselves, and to letter 
was fastened a posteard giving the 
views about the city. 

The letters that the pupils of 
the Woburn class have sent have 
varied similarly. Many postcards 
not only of Woburn 
but of Lexington and Boston, and 
letters have been written describ- 
ing the industries, the publie build- 
ings, and points of interest in 
Woburn. It is planned, in a future 
issue of the JOURNAL to give in 
full one or more letters written by 
Woburn pupils, as examples. We 
publish today three letters from 
scattered points, one from Phonix 
Arizona, one from Detroit, Mich.

LAKE MOHONK CONFERENCE 


ON INTERN’L ARBITRATION 


Panama Canal oT Tolls Subject 
of Discussion Among Dele- 
gates 
(By United Press) 
Mohonk Lake, May 14—Wide 
differences of opinion as to the 
right of the United States to remit 
tolls of coastwise vessels which 
may use the Panama canal and to 
exclude from free tolls ships flying 
flags of other nations were ex- 
pressed here today at the nineteen- 
th annual Lake Mohonk confer- 
ence on International Arbitration. 
Despite the differences of opinion 
the speakers were practically unan- 
imous in declaring that the ques- 
tion should be put before an in- 
ternational court for arbitration. 
Even § Sper akers who declared posi l- 
tively that the United States has 
absolute right to favor American 
shipping, were just as positive in 
declaring that the matter shoul 


late; Albert Smiley, who was one 
of the first men in this country to 
advocate international arbitration 
instead of as a solution of difference 
between nations, by bringing to- 
ether prominent advocates of the 
proposition, His first conference, 
called nineteen year ago today, 
brought together a mere hand- 
ful of advocates of substitution 
of judicial procedure for war in 
deciding international disputes. 
loday’s gathering was a repre- 
sentative body of some of the 
brainiest international lawyers 
and advocates of — international 
peace in this country. 

Among the speakers today were 
Dr. Lyman Abbott, editor of The 
Outlook, of which Col. Roosevelt 
is a contributing editor;Dr. James 
Brown Scott, secretary of the 
Carnegie Endowment for Inter- 
national Peace; H. S. Perris, of 
London; and John A. Stewart, of 
New York. “The Relations of 
Pan-America to International 
Arbitration”? was the subject dis- 
cussed at this afternoon’s session 
by Romulo 8.

CIVIL SERVICE 
EXAMINATIONS 

Two examinations are to be held 
under the Massachusetts Civil ser- 
vice commission, which may be of 
interest to JOURNAL readers. 
One is for an inspector of foods and 
drugs under the state Board of 
Health. There’is one vacaney 
waiting for the eligible list to be 
established, which will pay a sal- 
ary of $1200 a year, and other va- 
cancies will be filled as they occur 
from the same list. The examina- 
tion will include questions in re- 
gard to the general food and drug 
laws, as well as the special laws 
relating to milk, butter, renovated 
butter, cheese, oleomargarine, vin- 
egar and patent medicines, and 
also methods of procedure in en- 
tering complaints and conducting 
prosecutions in the district and 
municipal courts of the Common- 
wealth. All those who desire to 
take this examination may secure 
application papers from the offiee 
of the Civil service commission, 
room 152, State House, Boston. 
Applications may be made either 
in person or by letter, but must be 
filed by May 23. The examination 
will be held June 2, 1913. 

The second examination is for 
the position of electrician in the 
service of the Director of the Port 
of Boston, at a salary of $175 per 
month. There is one vacancy. 
The folder reads: ‘‘A man is wanted 
who has had practical experience 
in the installation of electric light 
and power systems and equipment,

WE RISE TO EXPLAIN

In column a_ citizen, 
who chooses ‘Inquirer’ for a 
mom de plume, shoots several 
interrogatories at the JOURNAL 
which are of timely import, and 
deserve a prompt reply, and that 
is what they will get.

Inquirer, of any body of alleged 
public servants that needs in- 
struction any more? ‘“Supervis- 
ory oversight” is still another shaft 
that “Inquirer” aims our 
That’s a large order. ‘Suggestions 
for the good of the service” 
nearer the mark, and every such 
suggestion has been made with the 
desire to improve the morale of 
the departments, sesure 
sal use of public funds, and in- 
crease the efficiency. Are any of 
these objects in any way inimical 
to the rights of the tax-payer? 

And then “Inquirer” gets at the 
“bug” that is worrying him most, 
and no doubt he thinks it a solar 
plexus blow that will leave the 
JOURNAL hors du combat. He 
notes the delay in the delivery of 
the city’s annual reports, and won- 
ders if the JOURNAL’S silence 
is due to the fact that it is publish- 
ing the document. Bless your 
heart, Mr. Inquirer, not at all. 

It’s the same old story that has 
found expression year after year, 
viz:—the delay on the part of 
certain municipal departments in 
furnishing copy. A review of the 
facts may shed some light on the 
subject and relieve the ‘wonder- 
ment” in the mind of “Inquirer” 
and possibly some others.

Editor, Woburn JOURNAL: 

You have set yourself up as a 
sort of censor of every official 
and affair in Woburn. You. free- 
ly tell the Mayor what he should 
do, criticize the street depart- 
ment when they do not work as 
you think they ought, instruct 
the City Council as to how they 
shall vote and in a general way 
exercise supervisory oversight 
over all our municipal affairs, 
including the fire department and 
some other things. 

This being the 
bit of wonderment 
caused around City

The great question, said Father 
Forstall today, is to devise some 
method extracting the metal 
and preparing it for marketing 
at 100 per cent less outlay than 
is now necessary. He believes he 
has solved this problem and short- 
ly will publish full details of his 
proposed plan.

The minister furnishes fire—that is heat 
and light and inspiration, I like to read 
in the Old Testament of a minister (a 
prophet) who made his impression quite 
apart from any ecclesiastical connection: 
and the people said as he walked along 
the way, ‘Behold now I perceive that 
this is a holy man of God that passeth 
by us continually. Elisha made his im- 
pression not simply from his pulpit and 
his limited parish, but from his larger re- 
lations to the entire community. He 
was a man of God among the people. 

I spent some of my student days in 
Hartford, and eame under the spell of 
two men who after Dr. Horace Bushness 
did as much as any to make that beauti- 
ful city a place of joy—Joseph Twichell 
and Nathaniel Burton, both ministers. 
Asylum Hill could never contain Joseph 
Twichell; every school boy and girl in 
the city knew and loved him, delighted 
to get hold of his hand as they walked 
along and talk over school problems and 
games. But I want to quote his word 
when Dr. Burton had passed into the 
the unseen: ‘All ye to whom he was 
wont to break the bread and pour the 
cup of sacred feast, and who are now in 
grief because he is your minister no 
more, be sure there are many of us who 
are in the fellowship of that grief, for he 
was our minister too, and there is no one 
left who can be to us whaf he was, who 
ean do for us what he did.”

TI am sure 
that I have received more than the market 
value for my productions, and feel that 
I am more of a debtor than a creditor. If 
multitude of words can save there ought 
to be no question about your salvation. 
The amount that I have named does not 
include the prayers, the Sunday school 
talks, the afternoon or evening sermons 
and lectures when we had the two ser- 
vices of a Sunday, which was during a 
good part of the year, until recently; 
the funeral talks and the addresses on 
various occasions. At the second services 
many courses of lectures were given, one 
course on the American poets as Teachers 
of religion, one on Industrial Problems, 
one on the Bible, one on certain 
Dangerous tendencies in American life, 
and so on. Almost every phase of life 
was that could be considered 
from an ethical and spiritual point of view. 
I mention this not in any spirit of boasting, 
as I am sure that you will bear me wit- 
ness, but to let you know that a minister 
has something to do, as I sometimes hear 
it said that if one wants an easy life he 
should be a minister. The longer I am 
in the ministry the greater is my re- 
spect for it as a profession or occupation 
in life, but I should say to any young man, 
if you want an easy time or an easy life, 
keep out of it. I will not say that it is 
the hardest life that there is for I do not 
know how hard other callings are, but I 
know that it is hard enough to-put to the 
proof all one’s powers of mind and heart 
and will, and demands more hours of in 
tellectual labor,of study and thought than 
are the standard for any other occupation 
If there is 
any man in Woburn who has given more

that I know anything about. 


time to his business or profession than I 
have to mine, I am sorry for him. He 
ought ashamed of himself. For I 
have come to think, that it is no merit for 
one to let his voeation, be it the noblest 
in the world, absorb his life so that he 
has little or no time or strength for any- 


to be 


thing else. But this is of course, more a 
question of the individual than of the pro- 
fession, and each man must judge for 
himself. To his own master he standeth 
or falleth. 

But if the work be hard the compensa- 
tions are great. A ministerial friend said 
that a worldly, hardvisaged, business 
man who had not done very much to 
make their life easier, spoke to him one 
day rather contemptously of the poorly 
paid clergy. ‘But,’’ said my friend, ‘‘only 
think of the conpensations!”’ ‘Why, 
what possible ones can they have? 
he asked. Then the preacher took from 
his pocket a letter which he had that day 
received in which the writer thanked him 
with an overflowing heart for sympathy 
and help and new courage and hope. And 
when the letter was read the man ex- 
claimed, “Good God, I would give half 
my fortune if there was a person in the 
world to speak such words to me.” -In 
these twenty-five years I have received 
a great number of just such letters; and it 
there is any compensation dearer hanf 
that of knowing that you have been a 
help to another soul in need, in doubt and 
sorrow, I know not what it is. This is 
not a service peculiar to the ministry. You 
can all do it and do do it, and have the same 
joy. It is only that the minister by virtue 
of his office has greater opportunity for 
this kind of helpfulness. He ministers 
in the things of the spirit and his rewards 
are spiritual rewards. In g¢hese last few 
days I have received so many expressions 
of appreciation of your love and good will, 
not to speak of your great generosity in 
opening the door for me and my inspirer 
and helper in all these years, to look into 
the face of Europe under most favorable 
auspices, that I feel more than ever be- 
fore what a richly rewarding life the min- 
istry is,and that it is better to be a preach- 
er than to be a king on any throne in the 
world. 

The years have brought many changes. 
This is evident from the fact that since I 
came to Woburn I have officiated at 575 
funerals. There is hardly a home in the 
parish into which I have not been called 
to speak our word of faith, hope and love. 
If, like the distracted mother in Buddha’s 
parable who was told by the wise teacher 
that if she would bring seed from a home 
in which death had not entered, her child 
be healed, one should go on such 

a quest that one would find difficulty in 
getting the seed from our Unitarian homes.

THE CURFEW NOT AUTO- 
MATIC 


Every right-minded parent, ev- 
ery parent anxious for the physi- 
cal and moral welfare of his chil- 
-dren (and that comprises about all 
parents in Woburn) has approved 
the adoption of the curfew or- 
dinance. Parents and adult peo- 
ple generally experience a feeling 
of satisfaction when the three 
blasts of the whistle are heard at 
nine o’clock every night. It 
gratifying to see—in the mind’s 
eye—scores, perhaps hundreds, of 
our young people crossing or head- 
ed for their home thresholds at 
that moment. Many undoubtedly 
are doing this or are already within 
doors when the warning bell sounds. 
We believe the number of children 
abroad at and after nine o’clock 
noticeably reduced since the 
ordinance went into effect. 

But it is not wise to feel entirely 
secure in this matter. Neither 
the law nor the bell will automatic- 
ally placé the children in their 
homes. The novelty of the inno- 
vation -will wear off and the chil- 
dren, if they discover that nothing 
happens when they disregard the 
summons, will ‘soon go or remain 
abroad as before. It is necessary 
that parents and the police co- 
operate to make this wholesome 
regulation effective. 

We fear that there is not yet 
much of this’ co-operation. A 
glance about the streets Saturday 
night revealed many children clear- 
ly under sixteen years of age, many 
of them under twelve, abroad 
unattended and apparently in- 
different and unapprehensive. + 

We urge parents to keep their 
children off the streets after nine 
o’clock, and for that matter, after 
an earlier hour. Domestic rules 
and discipline are essential. We 
»think, too, the police should take 
cognizance of the ordinance and 
of its violation. No harsh methods 
should be employed except in 
cases of persistent misconduct. 
A word at first by a policeman to 
a child out too late, telling him 
to go home at once, ought to be 
enough. Later, if necessary, es- 
corting a few children to their 
homes and advice to the parents 
will have a wholesome effect. 
Finally the arrest of a few incor- 
rigibles will show their compan- 
ions that the curfew law an 
actuality and must be obeyed. 
Better no such rule at all than to 
have it a dead letter, but what our 
people want is such a rule intel- 
ligently and persistently and ef- 
fectually enforced.

Princes Victoria Louise To ,Wed

Berlin, May 20—Cupid with his 
bow and arows has put Mars to 
rout. Mars is generally supposed 
to have his home in Germahy but 
the little love-god has the grim 
old war god on the run, for the time 
being. 

Germany’s horoscope now. is 
east in the sign of wedding fes- 
tivities, royal engagements, rumors 
of engagements, jubilees, centen- 
nials and other celebrations. The 
monotonous tomtum of the so- 
salled war and armor-plate press 
has partly given way to the wed- 
ding march, and the well worn 
standing headliness, ‘“‘Another In- 
ternational Incident,”  ‘‘Inter- 
national Situation Darker,”’ 
“‘Army Increase,” ete., have been 
crowded out of the place of honor 
on the front pages for a few days. 

With the wedding of Princess 


Victoria Louise to Prince Ernest 
of Cumberland, Duke of Bruns- 
wick, known as the ‘‘reconcilia- 


tion marriage,” just four days off, 
extensive preparations already have 
begun for the wedding of ex- 
King Manuel to Auguste Victoria 
of Hohenzollern. The official con- 
firmation of the rumored engage- 
ment of Prince Adalbeft, the Kai- 
ser’s third son, to Princess Olgé 
of Cumberland is expected soon, 
and another ‘‘American Duchess,”’ 
soon-to-be through the coming 
marriage of Duke Karl of Croy to 
Nancy Leishman, adds to the 
topics of heart and hand which 
are keeping public mind off war 
topics. 

The festive array which Berlin 
is even now beginning to don for 
the royal ‘wedding Hohenzollern 
and Guelph will be barely taken 
off before it will don its best bib 
and tucker to celebrate the Kaiser’s 
golden jubilee. 

Interest in the acquisition of a 
new king, even one without a 
throne, by a branch of the Kaiser’s 
house, centers largely around the 
question of whether Manuel’s wife 
will be entitled to call herself 
“Queen of Portugal,’’ and whether 
she should be addressed as ‘Your 
Majesty.” The claim on the title 
is based upon Manuel’s refusal 
to “recognize” his defhronement 
and that he still claims to be King 
of Portugal. In view of the fact 
that he is received by the King of 
England and the Kaiser as an 
equal, it is conceded that no one 
probably will dispute Princess Au- 
guste Victoria the pleasure—if it 
is an empty one—of calling her- 
self ‘‘Queen.”’ 

Coupled with the coming mar- 
riage of Manuel and Auguste are 
rumors that he will make another 
attempt to regain the Portuguese 
throne, and that the dowry of 
the future “Queen” will furnish 
the sinews of war. Manuel is 
said to be fairly poor for a king. 
He hasn’t ‘‘worked’”’ since the 
slipper of Gaby Deslys and the 
revolutionists kicked him 
his last job, and he has spent most 
of his time that 
event, visiting royal friends and 
relatives. 

When the Kaiser made Manuel 
a Knight of the Black Eagle, the 
highest honor the Kaiser can con- 
fer, the Socialists charged that the 
order was conferred upon the 
throneless king in order that Ger- 
man taxpayers might contribute 
$7,500 toward keeping Manuel 
out of debt. Then the Kaiser 
announced that the Black Wagle 
was conferred upon Manuel minus 
the annuity. Where Mauuel has 
gotten the great deal offfmoney he 
is said to have spent, by the by, 
has been subject for frequent spec- 
ulation, A Munich Socialist organ 
charged that a Baravian princess, 
an old lady, had virtually bank- 
rupted herself financing Manuel’s 
attempts to regain his throne.

Newburgh, N. Y., May 20—Con- 
fident of a speedy trial and ac- 
quittal, Burton W. Gibson, pro- 
minent New York lawyer, today, 
for the second time within a year, 
faced the bar of justice charged 
with murder.® Gibson, his faith- 
ful wife at his side, stood without 
flinching as the clerk read the in- 
dictment alleging he strangled to 
death Mrs. Rosalie Menschik Sza- 
bo, a former client. A former trial 
on the same charge resulted in a 
hung jury. Throughout the trial 
and during the days before Gib- 
son was indicted when a sensation- 
al series of events were unearthed 
regarding the deaths of several of 
his former clients, Mrs. Gibson 
has steadfastly remained at his 
side protesting absolute belief in 
his imnocence and branding as 
false the stories and rumors told 
about her husband. 

In the indictment against Gib- 
son he is charged with strangling 
Mrs. Szabo to death while the two 
were boating on Greenwood lake, 
range county, on the afternoon of 
June 16, 1912. Gibson’s defense, 
his attorneys declared today, will 
be similar to the defense put forth 
at the first. trial. The accused 
lawyer declares*Mrs. Szabo upset 
the boat and fell into the water 
when she attempted to change her 
seat. The prosecuting attorney 
said today he will again put on 
the stand witnesses who will swear 
that they saw the couple struggling 
in the boat, that Gibson’s fingers 
were about the woman’s throat 
and that their struggles overturned 
the small craft. 

An important witness for the 
state will be Dr. Fritz Fischerauer, 
Austrian vice consul in New York, 
through whose activity the case 
against Gibson was made out 
strong enough to procure an in- 
dictment for murder, Mrs. Sza- 
bo’s body had been buried and the 
case had been accepted as an ac- 
cidental drowning when ‘relatives 
of the dead woman wrote Vice 
Consul Fischerauer expressing 
doubt that the woman’s death was 
accidental. An investigation dis- 
closed the fact that Gibson had 
told officials of a bank where “the 
dead woman had $10,000 or more 
on deposit, that she had died 
after a short illness and that he 
had been authorized to draw it 
out. Then shortly after Gibson 
filed with the surrogate court an 
alleged waiver of citation which 
he said was signed by the dead 
woman’s mother, The paper gave 
him full control of the Szabo es- 
tate. Dr. Frischerauer at the trial 
which opened today will produce 
letters from Mrs. Szabo’s rela- 
tives tending to show that the 
woman’s mother died two years 
before the daughter met her death 
in Greenwood lake. 

Physicians who exhumed Mrs, 
Szabo’s body and performed an 
autopsy, the prosecutor declared 
today, will testify that the woman 
died: of strangulation and not by 
drowning. An effort also will be 
made to get before the jury the 
story of death which has followed 
Gibson in his legal practice. Be- 
fore Gibson was indicted sensation- 
al stories were brought to light of 
unexplained deaths of two former 
clients and of two others who had 
opposed him legally in court or 
had testified against him at court 
hearings. 

In 1906 Gibson was retained 
by Mrs. Louis Stenton. Gibson 
failed to induce her to invest in 
certain real estate, her 
daughter, Mrs. Alice C. D, Kin- 
nan; didn’t believe it a good in- 
vestment. On the night of June 
8, 1909, Gibson and Mrs. Kinnon 
were heard quarreling. The next 
night Mrs. Kinnan was found dy-

One other mysterious death was 
told when the stories of Gibson's 


life was gone into. John Rice 
O'Neill, a young Irishman, re- 
covered $10,000 from a railroad 


for the loss of a leg.- He invested 
in mortgages under Gibson’s di- 
rection and bought a home in 
Ireland. He planned to go there 
\late in May, 1911. On May 16, 
11911, O'Neill left his house, tel- 
ling his ladlady he was ‘going to 
Pennsylvania with Gibson to close 
a big business deal.’’ He had con- 
siderable money on his person at 
the time. O’Neill has never been 
seen since and no trace of him has 
ever been found despite the search 
made by English and American 
police officials.

On the evening of the 7th, Gen- 
eral Grant decided to move his 
army to the left by a night march

ALL IS NOT LOST 


Because a few political calamity- 
howlers in congress are cocksure 
that American manufacturing in- 
dustry is going to the dogs as the 
result of the impending Underwood 
tariff law, that no reason for 
starting a run on banks or scrap- 
ping the machinery. 

Charles Francis Adams once 
said that no matter what congress 
might do in the way of legislation, 
it could not prevent a vast domain 
like the United States, with her 
untold natural wealth, in mine, 
farm, fisheries and water-powers’ 
from doing business. 

Even while the calamity-howl- 
ers are sure of ruin for New Eng- 
land’s industries, the news 
patches tell us today that in Stam- 
ford, Conn., the Yale and Towne 
Manufacturing Co., has awarded 
contracts for a new brass foundry, 
pattern vault, pattern shop, core 
shop, and manufacturing building, 
to cost from $150,000 to $200,000. 
In the same city the excelsior Hard- 
ware Co., is about to erect an ad- 
ditional concrete building 50 by 78. 

Elsewhere in Connecticut, in- 
dustrial building progresses brisk- 
ly. In Hartford the Hartford 
Special Machinery Co., is about to 
erect a new factory, three stories 
high, and 190 by 63 and a 75 foot 
steel smoke-stack. 

The Hartford Electric Light Co. 
is building a new office building 
and the Thomas Barrett Co. 
erecting a new mill. 

In New Britain a new brass 
foundry is going up for W. A. 
Kine and a chemical laboratory for 
Davenport & Keeler. Other con- 
cerns building additions to plant 
in New Britain are Union Manu- 
facturing Co., Trout & Hine Man- 
ufacturing Co., and the New Bri- 
tain Machine Co. 

In Bridgeport the Siemore Hard 
Rubber Co., has awarded a con- 
tract for a new factory building 
and the Dequounock Foundry Co. 
is adding a brick building to its 
plant. 

In Waterbury the Waterbury 
Farrel Foundry & Machine Co. is 
to build a brick and concrete 
power house and the Waterville 
Corporation has started to build 
a brick and concrete office building 
41 by 101 feet and with a wing 20 
by 42 feet.

PHILLIPPINES 


Interesting Letter Received 
From Oliver Sevrens, Form- 
erly of This City 

The following letter will be in- 
teresting to Woburn people not 
merely on account of the writer 
who is well known in this city, 
but because of the interesting and 
first hand discussion of the Phil- 
lipino problem, which the United 
States government is at present 
trying to solve. Coming as_ it 
does from one who has seen and 
come into contact with that of 
which he speaks, this opinion has 
a value all of its own. The letter 
which was sent to a Woburn 
friend follows:

First, about the real conditions 
here. The government of the is- 
lands is no doubt much better than 
it has ever

hundred years ago. Never have 
the had such good, kind 
treatment and a share in the goy- 
ernment as they have under the 
American rule. There an as- 
sembly elected by the people which 
has all the powers of our own 
House of Representatives. There 
is a Philippine Commission com- 
posed of five Americans and four 
Philippinos which corresponds to 
our Senate. The towns all have 
self-government and the provinces 
elect their own governor 
in the non-christian provinces 
where the governor is appointed 
by the governor-general of the is- 
lands who is appointed by the 
president. The Philippinos are 
just as eligible to civil-service: of- 
fices as any American is in Ameri- 
can positions. I think myself, 
and many people who have been 
here for a number of years agree 
with me, that the Americans have 
given the Philippinos too much 
say in the government. They 
never had any say before the 
American occupation and now they 
hold nearly every office; the Ameri- 
“an government holds, naturally, 
the balance of power. As a whole 
the older of the people and in fact 
the younger generation, think that 
the American government is all 
right and they do not want any 
change that would give the power 
to the Philipinos. 

Just now, when the Democrats 
are coming into office there is, 
I know, a great deal of agitation 
about what they will do with the 
islands as the Democrats are 
against holding the islands. There 
has been quite a lot in the papers 
both here and in America. The 
Philippinos who desire independ- 
ence are without doubt the minori- 
ty and are those who think that 
their own nest will be feathered if 
the United States is foolish enough 
to grant these pdople the absolute 
independence which they

They have always been feared by 
the real Philipino for these savage 
men delighted to take a head of 
a neighboring tribesman or of any 

stranger. More than one Amieri- 
can’s head has graced the poles 
about the home of a member of 
one of these northern tribes. The 
Igorots, the tribe which live about 

here, are among the most easily 
amenable to civilizing influences. 
The government and several re- 
ligious denominations have schools 
for the Igorots here in Baguio. 
I am sure that it does not cost much 
to clothe one of the boys at least. 
They wear only a shirt, 
more uncivilized 
string.”

There is no danger at 
all from them and in fact practi- 
cally none at all from any of the 
tribes. They have learned that 
the white man is a good friend but 
a terrible enemy. One of their 
peculiarities is that they adore dog 
flesh. There is a market held 
every Sunday morning over in 
the town where one can see hun- 
dreds of canines which have been 
brought up from the low-lands to 
be sold to the Igorots for the pot. 
The Igorots seem to prefer the 
dogs which are the most bony. 
Really I suppose that it is no worse 
for them to eat dog than it is for 
us to eat pig, and what is the 
choice? An American told me 
that dog flesh was really very good, 
for he had tasted it. 

The Philipinos are most eager 
for education. There are many of 
them who cannot go to school 
because they are needed at home 
to help till the rice paddies, The 
teaching of the English language 
is going to be a great thing for 
the people, for there are forty or 
more different dialects spoken 
throughout the islands, which are 
so different that a native from one 
province can not be understood in 
another. Spanish by

Fite Plans for 
fo Maine Memorial 


Charles H. Moloy Camp 
Secure Tablet made of 
Maine Metal 


The Charles H. Moloy camp of 
Spanish war veterans, which has 
been working for some time to 
place a memorial of the Maine on 
the common, has announced furth- 
er plans which will make the mem- 
orial one of the most interesting in 
the city, as well as the most val- 


uable. It is known that from the 
metal taken from the U. 8. 8S. 
Maine, tablets are being made, 13 


by 18 inches, and weighing fifteen 
pounds, engraved with a suitable 
inscription. These tablets number- 
| ing between one and two thousand 
in number, are to be distributed 
among the cities and_ patriotic 
societies of the United States, 
and the camp of Spanish War vet- 
erans is planning to secure one 
of them. The idea originated 
with Arthur W. Whitcher, 
heard of the distribution to 
made, and communicated with 
congressman on Tuesday 
May 6. On the 10th he received an 
application for one of the tablets, 
which he gave to Commander Shea.

Much interest has been shown 
in the very fine display of Dar- 
win tulips which are to be seen 
at present in the garden of J. 
Foster Deland on Hammond 
square. Not only are the colors 
softer, more delicate, and more 
pleasing than those of the ordin- 
ary tulip, but there are other 
more practical advantages. The 
common tulip cannot be used 
a cut flower, because of the.stiff- 
ness and the shortness of its stem. 
The Darwin tulips are not merely 
pliant, but very long stemmed. 
Mr.Deland has tulips which aver- 


age between two and three feet 
high, and one of which measures 


37 inches in length. A cluster of 
these rivals a‘ cluster of the most 
beautiful roses.

\too, are‘ later, and consequently 
are of service for Memorial Day, 
where the common tulips are by 
this time all past and gone.

yes! Surgeon Eager is going to 
ask some millions of Americans 
that very question in a little cir- 
cular which is being mailed today.

Sketches the History of the 


‘Brooklyn Dodgers”

This good fairy 
had been hanging around the team 
ten, these many years, but it was 
the first new park he had builded. 
When other teams came around,

We had been 
slowly falling back, contest- 
ing every inch of the ground, 
expecting aid from the other regi- 
ments of the brigade every minute 
but as none appeared and the 
flanks of the enemy began to 
close in around Col. Smith 
mounted the regiment and fought 
it against the mounted force of 
the enemy. The following ex- 
tract from Col. Smith’s report 
of that fight may be of interest :— 
He says, ‘I sent three messengers

The above quotation is credited to Wilhelm Richard Wagner, 
dramatic composer, poet, writer, the centennial whose 
this month. 

Wagner as a boy was very precocious it being recorded that when 


and

‘thirteen years of age he translated the first twelve books of the Odyssey 


for amusement. | 

Most of Wagner’s prose works were produced during the ten years 
of his life spent in retirement in Zurich, a political exile from his own 
country. 

His operas were not favorably received and often abandoned after 
a number of rehearsals. Wagner’s first successful opera was Rienzi 
based on Bulwer Lytton’s novel of that title. After much negotiation 
Tannhauser was accepted and magnificent preparations made for its 
performance. It was rehearsed hundred and sixty-four times 
fourteen times with the full orchestra, and more than eight thousand 
pounds were expended upon the venture. For political reasons a power- 
ful clique was determined to suppress Wagner and a scandalous riot 
was inaugurated by members of the Parisian Jockey club which result- 
ed in the withdrawal of the opera after the third presentation. Wagner 
was broken-hearted and in extremely straitened circumstances butit 
proved to be the darkness before the dawn, pardon soon after heing 
obtained for his political offences with permission to return to Germany. 

There being no opera-house in Germany adequate for the master’s 
colossal works, plans were formulated for one which was constructed 
at Bayreuth, where Wagner permanently resided thereafter in-a house 
named Walmfried, in the garden of which he built his tomb. 

His last work was Parsifal, based upon the legend of the Holy 
Grail. The first sixteen performances took place at Bayreuth under 
Wagner’s own directing. Unhappily the exertion of directing so many 
consecutive performances was too much for the master’s strength, for 
his health began to decline rapidly and he died in February, 1883. 

The collected literary works of Wagner in German fill ten volumes 
but their importance will never be comparable to that of his music. 
The spirit of Wagner’s poetry is faithfully reflected in Jameson’s trans- 
lation of the text of the Ring. This translation abundantly verifies 
the fact that the Ring can be performed in England without any ap- 
preciable loss to Wagner’s art.

WORTH TRYING 


‘The condition of Main street 
just now is a subject for much 
“comment of a very unfavorable 
nature, and the street department 
is coming in for no end of condem- 
nation. 

In justice to the department it 

must be admitted that Main street 
in the centre of the city, from 
Salem street to Walnut, the length 
of the street railway turnout, is 
so narrow between the outside 
rails and the edgestone as to render 
it impossible to keep the road in 
repair. 
& And the paltry excise tax the 
company pays does not begin to 
compensate the city for the cost 
of maintenance on streets. where 
the street railway company oper- 
ates, to say nothing oi the incon- 
venience and danger which cannot 
be overlooked. 

Valuable franchises such as the 

one held by the Bay state company, 
were granted with little thought 
or judgment in the past, and it is 
quite evident that once the large 
corporations secure privileges on 
a public highway they are almost 
totally indifferent to the welfare 
of the public except when the pub- 
lic welfare is a contribution to 
the earnings of the road. 
Only a few years ago the then 
Mayor of this city submitted a 
proposition to the railway officials 
in which he agreed to recommend 
to the city government that Main 
street, the entire length of the 
turnout in question, be paved, the 
cost of the work to be equally di- 
vided between the city and the 
corporation. 

No more liberal offer could be 
imagined, but while the Mayor 
was shown every courtesy, and to 
all outward appearances the street 
railway authorities gave the idea 
careful consideration, they never- 
theless refused to come half way. 

It is true that the street railway 
is a public necessity and conven- 
jence, but those who profit finan- 
cially by such valuable franchises 
as the one held by the Bay State 
company in Woburn should deal 
fairly with the people and when 
such a fair suggestion as the one 
of paying one-half of the cost of 
paving Main street is put up to 
them they should think twice 
before refusing to meet their ob- 
ligations. 

It would not do any harm for the 
present administration to revive 
the idea and try to force the rail- 
way company to be reasonable and 
do its share to repair our main 
thoroughfare at a point where 
practically all the wear and tear 
is due to the location of a double 
track right in the centre of the 
street, already much narrow 
without inecumbrances of any kind.

FAVORS 10 POSTAGE: 


Hopes to Bring it A bout a 


Soon as Revenues can be 
Adjusted 


Postmaster’ General Albert 8. 
Burleson, recently appointed by 
President Wilson to take charge 
of the postal affairs of the United 
States, is heartily in favor of one 
cent letter postage. He an- 
nounced himself to a delegation 
representing the National One cent 
Letter Postage Association which 
on him in Washington a few days 
ago. 

“T am heartily in favor of one 
cent letter postage,’’ declared Post- 
master General Burleson, who went 
on to explain that he hoped to 
bring it about just as soon as soon 
revenues of the department 
could be adjusted. 

The postmaster general told the 
advocates of one cent letter post- 
age that he had long believed that 
their contention was right. He 
stated, however, that as head of 
the department it was his business 
to see that sufficient 
to meet all expenses and 
while he admitted that there was 
a big surplus received from first 
class mail each year he added that 
it would be necessary to make such 
an adjustment of rates as would 
put the department on a business | 
basis. 

Postmaster General Burleson 
is strongly in favor of putting the 
postal department on an efficient 
basis. He also favors adequate 
compensation for postal employees, 
and such a readjustment of rates 
as will permit the operation of the 
department in a business like man- 
ner, 

It is the purpose of the present 
post office administration to es- 
tablish civil service rules through- 
out the department, applying 
eventually even to first class post- 
masters. 

Senator Theodore E. Burton 
from Ohio, and Representative 
Charles L. Bartlett from Georgia, 
have re-introduced one cent letter 
postage bills in the senate and 
house of representatives. These 
bills call for the inauguration of 
one cent letter postage by July 1 
of this year. 

Senator Burton has long cham- 
pioned the battle for one cent letter 
postage, while Representative Bart- 
lett has favored the cheaper rate 
for many years. 

A strong advocate for the lower 
rate has appeared in the person of 
Hon. James J. Britt of Asheville, 
N. C. Mr. Britt recently retired 
from the position of third assist- 
ant postmaster general. Upon 
being asked for his opinion of one 
cent letter postage, he expressed 
it in no uncertain tone. 

“T am heartily in favor,’ de- 
clared Mr. Britt, ‘‘of the immediate 
reduction of letter postage from 
two cents an ounce to one cent per 
ounce for these reasons: 

“Tt will promote general intel- 
ligence, and will improye the social

A harsh signal must be used, but 
it must be used properly—to give 
a fair and reasonable warning 
when necessary. Mr. Clemens 
declares that the discourteous, sel- 
fish, joy-riding type of motorist, 
who represents but a small minori- 
ty of automobile drivers, is the 
cause of any hostile feeling that 
the public have towards 
the motorist, and maintains that 
this is caused not only by reckless 
driving and unlawful 
but by unwarranted and unneces- 
sary use of the warning signal.

As soon as Merritt discovered 
what was in his front he began 
to develop the strength and _ posi- 
tion of the'enemy. In the mean- 
time the column was_ hastened 
to the front and massed ready for 
the call to action. Commanding 


positions for the artillery were 
found and the guns unlimbered 
for business. Merritt pushed 


his division to the front and driv- 
ing the enemy back several hun- 
dred yards, got posession of the 
Brock turnpike. The rebs then 
brought up a battery and placed 
it in such a. position that its fire 
enfiladed the Brock road which 
made the part of the line held 
there by Gibbs and Devin of the 
first division a decidedly uncon- 
fortable place, but the men were 
quickly dismounted and held fast 
while fighting to the front under 
this galling battery fire. By hold- 
ing this position on the Brock 
road Sheridan enabled to 
use the larger part of his force 
on the left center and left flank 
of the enemy’s line, while em- 
ploying but a small foree to enter- 
tain his right and center.

Count Rumford 
May 18, 1913.

Count Rumford’s father, Ben- 
jamin Thompson was born in 


England and emigrated to New 
England about 1630. He took up 
his abode at Charlestown Mass., 
which is of the suburbs of 
Boston. He became one of the 
earliest settlers of Woburn and 
died when he was twenty-six years 
old. 

Count Rumford was born March 
26, 1753 in the west end of his 
grandfather’s house, Captain Eben- 
ezer Thompson, where his parents 
immediately went after their mar- 
riage. The house is still standing 
a few rods from the North Congre- 
gational church, in the northern 
part of Woburn, it is distinguished 
by a huge willow growing direct- 
ly in front of it. In his humble 
dwelling the child continued to 
live with his grand father after 
the death of his father who died 
when the boy was hardly twenty 
months old. In March, 1756 
when the child was three years old 
his widowed mother was married 
to Josiah Pierce Jr., of Woburn 
and she took her son with her to 
her new home it is said to have 
stood directly opposite the Bald- 
win Mansion but since has been 
town down. The cellar of it is 
yet visible. 

He was distinguished while yet 
a boy by quickness of apprehension

and fondness for books and a gen- 
ius for mechanical invention at a 
suitable age he was sent, accom- 
panied by his neighbor and school- 
mate Loami Baldwin to a celebrat- 
ed teacher in Woburn, Master 
John Fowle a graduate of Harvard 
college who taught in the grammar 
school in Woburn ten or 
twelve years. After leaving school 
at eleven years of age he proceeded 
in the study of phisiology under 
the direction of Dr. John Hay, a 
physician then a resident of Wo- 
burn, In Mr. Hill, he 
proceeded in the study of math- 
ematics and was also taught astron- 
omy. In the summer of 1660 he 
and his friend Loami Baldwin ob- 
tained liberty to attend Professor 
Winthrop’s source of lectures upon 
Natural Phosphy delivered in Har- 
vard college.

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“SO HELP ME, GOD” 

Today, for the first time in the 
history of the city, the city pay- 
rolls were subjected to the solem- 
nity of an oath subscribed and 
sworn by the heads of departments. 
This was in conformity to the act 
passed recently by the legislature, 
the provisions of which require 
that every payroll shall be sworn 
to before a justice of the peace by 
the heads of departments or those 
under whose direction the work 
has been performed. 

Primarily, this act it is believed 
will serve as a deterrent 
the padding of payrolls, an offence 
not common perhaps in Woburn, 
although here and there its exist- 
ence is strongly suspected. The 
new requirement will eliminate 
much of this practice wherever 
it exists, and is an eminently busi- 
ness-like proceeding even if every- 
body is honest. No honest man 
ean object to it. Under this act 
, the City Treasurer is prohibited 
‘from paying any bill for labor or 
service that lacks this attestation 
of correctness. 

Again, the bill aims to aid mater- 
ially the civil service commission 
in its work of espionage. Not only 
must the department head swear 
that So-and So'is entitled to the 
amount set down in the payroll, 
but he must give the workman’s 
name, and age, and the class of 
work upon which he has been 
engaged, and for which he is 
justly entitled to his pay envelope. 

This is along the line of intelli- 

gent classification, and tends to 
simplify the department accounts, 
and show the cost of each division 
of the departmental work. By it 
also, the civil service commission- 
ers will be able from a study of 
these attested and detailed pay- 
rolls to keep track of men who should 
be under the classified service but 
are not. Altogether, the bill 
a good one, and its provision will 
not be considered a hardship by 
the man who means to do right.

On the other hand, the men of the 
North were inexperienced in the use 
of arms. They came from the farm, the 
shop, the school and the counter. 

Many of their officers too were un- 
skilled in military affairs. 

All this gave the South an immense 
advantage and begat a daring con- 
fidence in its ability to whip the despised 
Yankees. 

And moreover, the Southerners were 
for the most part fighting a defensive 
warfare. It was theirs largely to repel 
attacks and not to make them, for most 
of the battles were fought on their own, 
familiar ground.

The 
first three days of July will bring the 
anniversary. 

It may not be amiss to recall to mind 
some features of that awful but majestic 
conflict, and note its lessons. 

Up to this time the union army had 
made little headway, Lee had 
fully resisted all attempts advance 
on Richmond. He had given our forces 
terrible set-backs I'rvedericks- 
burg and Chancellorsville; his army 
was at its height in numbers and pres- 
tige,—the veryhighest crest of the wave 
of the rebellion. It was officered by 
first class generals, who through the 
war had the full confidence of the Con- 
federate govrnment, the people and the 
soldiers. Genl. John B. Gordon thus 
describes Lee’s army of invasion:—‘‘In 
the zenith of assurance, with compact 
ranks, boundless confidence and exultant 
hope,—as proud and puissant an army 
as was ever marshalled’, 

Under these conditions, Lee felt con- 
fident of success in his invasion of the 
North. Nor it surprising when he 
knew that the union side had changed 
commanders no than four times 
within ten months, and some of them 
had made fearful blunders. He knew 
also that the time of service of 15,000 
or more of our men was about [to expire.

Berlin.—The Central Association of 
ierman Citizens of Jewish Faith, one 
of the most important of such organi- 
zations in Germany, has definitely re- 
jected Zionism, so far as to announce 
that the Jewish citizen in Germany is 
first of all a German, and only sec- 
ondly a Jew. 

The association at a recent meet- 
ing in Berlin, adopted a resolution in- 
dorsing the efforts of the Zionists to 
provide a safe home for the perse- 
cuted Jews of the East, and to awaken 
pride in Jewish history and loyalty to 
its religion, but declared: 

“We must, however, part from the 
Zionist who rejects a German national 
feeling, and who considers himself a 
guest in a foreign land and looks up- 
on himself only as a Jew. 

“We do not desire a solution of the 
Jewish question by international ac- 
tion,” says another passage of the res- 
olution. “On the soil of the German 
fatherland we desire to do our part as 
Germans to further German culture, 
while remaining true to our commun- 
ton, hallowed by ‘history and religion.” 


PROUD OF 60 YEARS’ CRIME 


“Never Worked a Day and Never 
Will,” Says Old Vagrant Ar- 
rested in’ London. 
London.—“I have never done an 
honest day’s work in my life, and 
don’t intend to start now,” said George

Canadian Trapper Surprised 15 
Near Arctic Circle. 


Discovery of the Animals in Far 
Northwest Confirms Theory of 
Hunters of Their Existence 


in Rocky Wilds. 


Edmonton, Alberta.—Fifteen Ameri- 
can bison, believed to be part of a 
large herd, were stampeded by Jolin 
Laduc, a French-Canadian trapper, 
said to be the first white man to 
penetrate the Hay river country, in 
the hinterland of Alberta. He has 
come to Edmonton with a two-years’ 
fur catch from the territory several 
hundred miles beyond the Arctic Cir- 
cle. The feeding ground of the buffa- 
lo, which he reports to be as wild as 
those which roamed the western 
plains in territorial days, is between 
the Peace river and the Beaver hills. 

The discovery is of importance, as 
it confirms the belief of naturalists 
that a herd of buffalo exists some- 
Where in the unknown north. Laduc, 
who has lived north of the fifty-fifth 
parallel all his life, is emphatic in 
the statement that he has not con- 
fused his find with the musk ox or the 
wood buffalo, seen occasionally inside 
the Arctie Circle. 

Laduce’s trapping operations, during 
the two years’ stay in the far north, 
extended over more than three hun- 
dred square miles of territory. From 
Peace River Crossing he paddled his 
zanoe up the Peace river to the mouth 
of the Cadotte river, tramping then 
across the country to the Clear hills. 
He put out a line of traps and made 
good catches. Afterwards he jour 
neyed to the west of the Beaver hills 
to about forty miles from where the 
Hay river rises in the Three Hay 
lakes. Here is the story in his own 
words: 

“I was making a Jong trip over the 
country to the north and west of 
Beaver hills in the summer of 1912. 
The Beaver hills consist of a short 
range, reaching an altitude of two 
thousand feet. Beyond there is a long 
stretch of rolling prairie. Though it 
did not look good to me for fur, lL 
explored for miles around, coming 
upon the buffaloes on my way out. 
There were fifteen in the herd and 
they were feeding in a coulee as I 
went over the ridge. 

“The animals stampeded the mo- 
ment they sensed me; but I saw 
enough of them to convince me they 
were real buffaloes. Later in the win- 
ter, fully forty miles from where I 
saw the buffaloes the previous sum- 
mer, I came upon tracks which must 
have been made by a large herd. 
There were many hoof prints in the 
bard snow. 

“The tracks were right in the Bea- 
ver hills, not a great distance from 
the end of my line of traps. Although 
{ watched every time I went-over that 
part of the territory, I did not see the 
animals again. When I return to the 
north, in a few weeks, I hope to ob- 
tain more tangible evidence of the dis- 
covery of the herd.” 

Widely known explorers, ineluding 
Seton, Allen and Hornaday and big 
game hunters from various parts of 
che world, who have been through the 
hinterland, believe there are wild buf- 
faloes in the district, and from time 
to time Indian trappers have come out 
with tales of a large herd. So far, 
Laduc is the first man to say he saw 
the animals.

BY DOGFISH 


Fate of Maine Fisherman Who 
Fell Overboard From Dory. 


Physician Had Narrow Escape While 
Taking Plunge—Right to Exter- 
minate Enemy of Man and 
Fishes of the Atlantic, 


Rockland, Me.—“And he said: ‘My 
God, Frank, shoot me quick, shoot me 
quick, the dogs are eatin’ me alive.’ 

“T hauled up my gun an’ pulled back 
th’ hammers, but I couldn't do_ it 
though I warn’t more 'n ten feet from 
him, and ‘could have blown his whole 
head off. I don’t b’l’'ve the Lord would 
hev called thet murder either. 

“I gasped for air, 'n dropped my gun 
on th’ seat, ’n’ then I looked at Charlie 
again 'n’ it was all over. Jest a dark 
red in th’ water ’n’ a hundred ugly 
snouts, ’n’ shinin’ rows of teeth jest 
gleamin’ 'n’ snappin’ thar in th’ gray 
of that October afternoon.” 

It was Frank Oleson, a fisherman 
of Rockland, Me., who spoke. He 
Was telling a little group of oilskin 
clad fishermen about a tragedy of 1885 
when he and Charlie Freeman sailed 
out of Tenants Harbor, Me., one Oc- 
tober morning. Oleson brought the lit- 
tle sloop Alpine back the next morn- 
ing alone. Freeman had fallen over- 
board in the midst of a school of dog- 
fish, which had eaten him alive be- 
fore the eyes of his helpless compan- 
panion, 

They were bound for the fishing 
grounds of Martinicus island. Freeman 
had taken along a shotgun. When 
five miles from Criehaven a bunch 
of coots, flying low, came skimming 
along. Freeman fired into them, and 
three or four dropped. The Alpine was 
brought up into the wind, and with her 
mainsail and jib flapping the gunner 
jumped into the dory and started to 
pick up his game. 

There was a shout, a splash, and 
Freeman was struggling in the water. 
In reaching over the side of the dory 
he had lost his balance and fallen into 
the choppy sea. In a moment the hun- 
gry, sharkish dogs were after him. 
The opening paragraph tells all there 
is to tell. 

Many stories are related to show 
the ferocity of the dogfish. It was not 
more than a dozen years ago that two 
New York yachtsmen were  lolling 
along in a sloop yacht in Penobscot 
bay one July afternoon. One of the 
yachtsmanm, a physician named Bow- 
ker, decided to take a plunge. He 
stripped and dived off the bow of the 
sloop, intending to pull himself into 
the tender trailing behind as it passed 
him. He had scarcely hit the water 
before he let out a yell. He just 
managed to catch the gunwale of the 
rowboat when his companion reach- 
ed him and hauled him in. Three ugly 
wounds showed in his legs where the 
voracious dogfish had bitten out 
chunks. He was taken into Rockland 
where a physician treated him for 
several weeks before he was out of 
danger. - 

That the extermination or at least 
the thinning out of the dogfish is prac- 
ticable has been demonstrated, Thirty- 
five years ago the old Gloucester 
schooner Water Lily, according to 
Fred Lewis of Portland, who was a 
member of the crew, sailed from the 
Massachusetts port in command of 
Capt. George E, Robinson on an ex- 
perimental trip. 

The Water Lily proceeded to Kettle 
Bottom, about 15 miles off Orr’s Island. 
On the first day the high line dory 
from 8 a, m. to 3 p. m. had caught 
1,300 dogfish. From the total dogfish 
catch on the first day 285 buckets of 
livers were cut. Livers then brought 
$1 a bucket, as they were eonverted 
into oil. Cheaper and better commer- 
cial oils today have practically ended 
their usefulness for this purpose.

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HYPODERMIC RESTORES LIFE 


Action of the Heart Can Be Prolonged 
After Death, Says French 
Physician. 

Paris, France.—Death is by no 
means the sudden change which our 
minds, laden with metaphy8ical tradi- 
tion, imagine.

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LET THE FLAG ALONE 

A resolution has been introduced 
in Congress calling for a readjust- 
ment of the stars upon the national 
flag. It may be sentimental to 
object, but we venture to 
that the proposed change will not 


assert 


meet with approval on the part 


of the people. 

Americans through many genera- 
tiens have lived under the flag 
whose form and arrangement were 
decided 1386 and have 
come to venerate it. That im- 
pression should be effaced 
with any modern spirit of change. 
With the 
the number of st 
creased until the field is studded 
with 48, a number which easily 
lends itself to rectangular arrange- 
ment, a form indicative of solid- 
ity and strength. 

The resolution referred to does 
not purpose altering the alternat- 
ing stripes of red and white, but 
provides for a rearrangement of 
the stars. The text of the resolu- 
tion being:— 

“Within said circle of 48 stars 
shall be one large-pointed star, 
constructed of smaller stars, which 
shall symbolize and represent our 
unparalleled Nation. In the cen- 
ter of said star so constructed of 
smaller stars shall be a red circle, 
which shall represent our colonial 
and insular possessions.” 

This is a radical departure from 
the accepted and _ time-honored 
form, and would result in contusion 
at home and abroad, The _ pro- 
posed red circle indicating colonial 
and insular wil be 
no addition to the beauty of the 
national colors, and would serve 
to remind us only of a portion of 
our history that it would have been 
better possibly to have eliminated. 

Don’t meddle with ‘Old Glory.” 
In its present simplicity it is a 
thing of beauty, the emblem of a 
great country, and the standard 
to uphold which thousands of 
dives, and much treasure has been 
expended. Baptized as it have been 
in the blood of its children it is 
sacred. Let the Flag alone.

OUR FREAK GOVERNOR 


Jovernor Foss from the time he 
assumed the Gubernatorial chair 
has had the legislature and state 
officials and the publie at large 
guessing most of the time as to 
what attitude he might take re- 
garding any publie question or 
what new policy he might at any 
time initiate. His peculiarities 
in this respect have become more 
accentuated as time has gone on 
until now the only 
pursue seems to be to assume noth- 


safe course to 


ing about him and to expect the 
unexpected, 

There can be 
he is in a class himself 
sapacity to “jolly” those who have 
dealings with him either in a busi- 
ness or official way. A year ago 
he gave the supporters of the 
Western Trolley Legislation every 
reason to expect that he would 
approve their bill and in fact pro- 
mised to approve it if a Public 
Utilities Commission which he de- 
sired was created. At the last 
moment he vetoed the bill, giving 
reasons, the sincerity of which 
there was reason to doubt. 

Our fellow-citizen in Woburn, 
Mr. Archer, the head of the Suf- 
folk School of Law, had a taste of 
the Governor’s peculiarities when 
he interviewed him the day before 
Easter about giving the school 
authority to confer degrees and 
was patted on the back infthe way 
the Governor treats everybody and 
ealled ‘fold boy” and assured that 
he need not worry and told to go 
home and “enjoy a pleasant Eas 
ter.” Mr. Archer had every rea- 
son to think that the Governor 
was going to sign the measure, but 
it turned out that he had filed his 
veto with the Clerk of the House 
before Mr. Archer saw him. 

The Governor last year definitely 
stated that he was not going to run 
for a third term and when District 
Attorney Pelletier entered the con- 
test he changed his mind. He has 
exhausted the patience of the Dem- 
ocratic leaders until Chairman Ri- 
ley of the State Committee 
openly denouncing him. 

His pastor in Jamaica Plain, 
Rev. Walter Calley, has just had 
an unpleasant experience with him. 
Mr. Calley had a plan for the 
erection of a Parish house in con- 
nection with the church and went 
to the Governor and got in writing 
his agreement to contribute $4,000 
providing the same amount was 
raised by the church, Mr, Cal- 
ley at once secured pledges in ex- 
cess of that amount only to be met 
with a letter the Governor, 
saying that he had changed his 
mind and withdrew his pledge. A 
day or two ago he sent a character- 
istic letter to the church, lamely 
stating that he hastily made the 
promise and that he feared that 
the proposed house could not be 
supported after being erected. He 
then went on to pat the pastor on 
the back, figuratively speaking, 
saying he ought to have $5,000 
salary instead of $2,000 he 
advertised the fact that he has 
been paying one half the 
penses of the church and said he 
would pay one half any addi- 
tion to the pastor’s salary. Mean- 
time ‘Mr. Calley had resigned his 
pastorate, evidently disgusted 
with the Governor’s course, and it 
is not likely that with due regard 
to his self respect he will r 
sider and stay with an increase 
of salary because that would in- 
dieate that his whole course 
was actuated by that motive. ¢

‘A steady increase in thé amount 
paid out in pensions to old em- 
ployees by both the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford road 
and the New England Steamship 
company is shown in figures just 
made public by J. M. Tomlin- 
son of the auditing department.

J. K. Cornwall Will Guide Expedi- 
tion on Mackenzie. 


| Party of Writers and Artists WIIl Ex. 


plore the Far North That Its 
Resources May Be Made 
Known to All. 


Edmonton, Alta—James K. Corn. 
wall of Edmonton, member of the pro- 
vincial parliament for Peace river, 
will conduct a party of writers, artists 
and moving-picture photographers 
down the Mackenzie river, in the hin- 
terland of Alberta, to the fringe of 
the Arctic circle, to show the life of 
the Indian, fur trapper, traders and 
settlers and the development of the 
country. <A film company will send 
two machines and an operator. The 
party will return about the end of the 
year. 

Among others the party will  in- 
clude Mr. Cornwall, who has passed a 
quarter century in the  northland; 
Charles Russell, the Indian artist of 
Montana; Emerson Hough, author and 
special writer; P. K. Miller, scientist, 
and George Fraser, chronologist. 

The route is from Edmonton to 
Athabasea Landing by rail, along the 
Athabasea river to the Mackenzie 
by way of Lesser Slave and 
Great Slave lakes, down the Macken- 
zie to Porcupine, to the Yukon, visit- 
ing Dawson and Whitehorse and go- 


| ing thence to Herschell’s island. 


The explorers, traveling in scows, 
skiffs and steamers, will visit the nu- 
merous trading posts in the north, 
and it is probable that several photo- 
plays will be worked out by the real 
pioneers of the country. 

Mr. Cornwall, who is financing the 
project, is the head of the Northern 


Trading company, which operates a 
line of boats on northern waters. He 


has been over thousands of milés of 
the virgin territory, and is known 
among the dwellers of the north as 
far as any white man has yet pene- 
trated the interior. 


YOUNG ADMIRAL GETS FLEET 


Beatty, Who Married a Daughter of 
Field, Takes Charge of British 
Dreadnaught Squadron. 
London.—Rear-Admiral David Beat- 
ty, the youngest officer of his rank in 
the British navy, took command of 
the First Battle Cruiser Squadron, 
which includes the dreadnaught and 
super-dreadnaught cruisers. He is 

forty-two. 

He is the second husband of Edith

LIVE AFTER MONTH’S DEATH | 


Rats and Other Creatures, Congealed | 
in Liquid Air That Fills | 
Jars, Revived. | 


Baltimore:—A third state between 
life and death, a state of “latent life,” 
or suspended animation, has been in- 
dicated by a series of experiments re- 
cently made in the psychological and 
histological laboratories of the Johns ! 
Hopkins Medical school. These ex- 
periments, which have been under 
way for a number o¢ months, show, it 
is believed, a number of steps be 
tween life and death. 

The fact that life in various organ- 
isms may be suspended by freezing in 
liquid air and by other processes and 
the possibility of it. 

There are instances where such ani 
mals as frogs and rats, snails and 
even fish have their lives suspended 
by the freezing process, sometimes so 
thoroughly that them intestines sea 
be taken out amass, and yet on bein 
“thawed out” after a period of week: | 
revive most actively. | 

These animals are perfectly normal | 
when placed in a refrigerating jar, 
just large enough to hold one animal | 
The jar is filled with liquid air at a 
certain temperature, and after a short 
time the animals appear lifeless. <A 
month later they are removed and on 
being massaged show signs of life, 
sometimes reviving completely. 

No claim is made that after death 
life can be restored, but in many in- 
stances where life is thought to be 
extinct, it is only masked, and it re- 
mains for the scientists to discover 
through experiment whether he is 
dealing with death itself or with lat- 
ent life.

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French Trapper, Crazed by Hun- 
ger, Slew Companion. 


Each Awaited a Chance to Murder— 
After Deed Remorse Drove Slayer 
Into Waste of Snow and Ice to 
Probable Death. 

Buffalo, N. Y.—Wilder than the 
beasts which ranged the snow bound 
wastes around them, two men sat 
penned by the drifts in a prospector’s 


shack, 75 miles north of the Mile 
Kifty-Three, British Columbia, half 
frozen and wholly starving, an Hd- 


monton correspondent of the Buffalo 
Express writes. 

They had eaten nothing but dead 
animal skins for a month. As they 
waited and watched for death to stalk 
in at the door, the only bit of flesh 
visible to either was the shriveled 
body of his companion, and each re- 
solved to get that at any price. 

On the eighth day Henri Le Claire, 
a French trapper, caught his compan- 
ion, Len Lemieux, a Hudson bay com- 
pany guide, unaware, plunged a knife 
into his body and ate. 

This dread story of the wintry pral- 
rie land was scratched with a hunting 
knife by Le Claire on the door of the 
cabin before he flung it open to flee 
from the company of his slain compat 
ion’s body and his own mad, remorse- 
ful raving. 

Other guides tramping through the 
snow on the way to civilization, saw 
the lonely shack which had been occu- 
pied by the two men and pounded on 
the door for admittance, hoping to 
get food and shelter from the wind 
and cold. No answer being received 
to their knocking, they pushed open 
the door and found Lemieux’s body. 

At first their impression was that 
wild beasts had been at the man, but 
then the stab wounds were noticed. 
In addition to the eight in the region 
of the heart, there were 23 in various 
parts of the body. 

The guides, startled and mystified, 
started to drag the body to bury it be- 
neath rocks in the outer air,, vhen 
they saw Le Claire’s seratching on 
the back of the door. Le Claire and 
Lemieux started into the north coun- 
try in December on an extended hunt. 
Le Claire has not been found and it is 
presumed he perished.

He lost his way 
and when found by the Indians was 
nearly dead. 

The mind of one of the remaining 
party gave way through the cold and 
he leaped into a campfire. His name 
was Lindermann. Redmond, the other 
man, dragged him out of the flames, 
but he died. 

After burying Lindermann, Red- 
mond turned the dogs loose and let 
them find a trail. They led him to 
an Indian camp, where he was cared 
for and then'sent to Atlin. His feet 
vasre so badly frozen that they were 
amputated.

London.—The baby giraffe at the 
zoo is still refused recognition by its 
own mother.

HUMAN HEARTS SHOWN JURY 


Witness in Trial of Doctor Accused of 
Wife Poisoning Presents Grew- 
some Exhibit, 

Springfield, O—Two human hearts 
were exhibited in the court room here 
before the gaze Of the jury and society 
folk in the crowded court room in the 
trial of Dr, Arthur B. Smith, charged 
with poisoning his first wife, Mrs. 
Florence Cavileer Smith. 

The testimony was offered showing 
that the doctor and Miss Mabel Mav: 
chant, a hospital nurse, formerly of 
Newton Highlands, Mass., now his 
second wife, were seen “spooning” in 
a sleeping car shortly after the death 
of the first wife. 

After almost three days of expert 
testimony pertaining to the death of 
Mrs, Smith, the state succeeded in in: 
troducing motive evidence. Several 
witnesses were called to testify as to 
the relations between the doctor and 
Miss Marchant, whom he married five 
months after his first wife's death. 

Miss Ora Beck testified that she 
saw Dr. Smith and Mabel Marchant 
“spooning” in a section of a Pullman 
car less than one month after the 
death of the first Mrs. Smith while on 
a train en route to Columbus. When 
asked to explain what she means by 
“spooning" Miss Beck sald she saw 
Dr. Smith holding the hand of Miss 
Marchant and sitting near her as if 
asking her some question. She said 
She did not think the matter any of 
her business and paid no further at: 
tention to it, she testified. Charles 
Darner, truant officer, testified he had 
seen the doctor and the nurse auto 
riding ten days after the death of Mrs. 
Smith. 

Slipping on a pair of rubber gloves 
Dr. H. M. Brwndage, assistant path: 
ologist for the state, just after court 
opened, reached into a suit case and 
removed a rubber sack containing the 
heart of Mrs. Florence Cavileer Smith, 
He took a position where the jury 
could plainly see him. He described 
minutely concerning the post-mortem 
and pathological examinations ‘and 
what he and his chief, Dr. J. J. Coons, 
found. The effect was startling. Dr 
Brundage exhibited another heart, that 
of a man between fifty-five and sixty 
years of age, who died of myrocarditis. 
The jury faided to reach a verdict and 
a new trial will be held. 


HAS MACHINE TO CUT SKULLS 


Ap: 


Doctor Demonstrates Electrical 
paratus for Trepanning— 
Reduces the Pain. 


Chicago.—Skull cutting by machin. 
ery is the latest development in cra. 
nial surgery. And a doctor in Chicago 
is the inventor. A secret demonstra: 
tion was given at a meeting of a 
medical society. and surgeons who 
were permitted to witness the opera: 
tion are said’ to have been greatly 
interested. 

The machine is a cylindrical saw 
operated at high speed by electricity. 
A patient can be trepanned by this 
method in a fraction of the time re 
quired by the old chisel and hand. 
worked saw. 

In emergency, it was stated, the new 
machine can be attached to any kind 
of electric current. In cases requir 
ing instant operation it is claimed that 
the new machine will save many pa 
tients who formerly would have been 
considered hopeless cases. 

Its greatest usefulness, however, is 
said to lie in the fact that the numbe 
of operable cases will be increased tc 
include many whose weakness of heart 
action would prohibit them from be 
ing anaesthetized long enough for op 
eration by the old method. 

His electrically driven saw will ro 
tate at an exceedingly high speed, cut 
ting at a mere touch, so that. in the 
hands of a skilled surgeon the tre 
panning operation will be relieved oj 
a great portion of its danger. 

‘The machine has not yet been tried 
on a living subject, for the doctor 
wanted an authoritative confirmation 
of his own views.

HOBSON ASKS LARGER NAVY 


Former Officer, In Chishov, Says Mika- 
do Presumes on America’s 
Greatest Weakness. 
Chicago.—The balance ef power in 
the California land question lies with 
Japan because of the small navy of 
the United States and because there 
is no United States fleet in the Pacific 
now, according to the views expressed 
recently by Captain Richmond P. 
Hobson, Spanish war hero and con- 
gressman from Alabama, 

“The small navy of the United 
States is entirely the reason for this,” 
he said. “Japan is supreme on the 
seas right now and has everything its 
own way. It is impossible for the 
United States to make the Japs come 
to terms, and all we can do, as I see 
It, is to take what Japan chooses to 
give us. 

“Two years ago I was in favor of 
sending a fleet to the Pacific ocean, 
and I have been an advocate of this

plan all the time. It is too late to do 
anything now, as the Panama Canal 
is not opened and it’s a long way 
around by the water route.’ 

Captain Hobson, however, is of the 
belief that this experience with Japan 
will serve as a reminder to the United 
States that the navy is an important 
thing.

“If we did have a large navy now 
and if we had a fleet near Japan that 
country would soon come to _. our 
terms,” he said. ‘All we can do mow 
is to take what Japan wishes to give 
us.” 

He also expressed some doubt as to 
what actually would happen in case of 
war. 


PLIGHT OF AN OLD COUPLE 


Pathetic Battle Against Almshouse 
's Revealed by Death 
of Wife. 


Philadelphia—How an old couple 
battled for years against the necessity 
of going to the almshouse while their 
strength declined, their eyes grew dim- 
mer and sickness overcame them was 
revealed recently in the death of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Webb, seventy-five years 
old, who fell lifeless in the street 
while searching for work to buy food 
for her invalid husband. Even when 
the husband, Edward Webb, eighty 
years old, learned of his wife's death, 
he refused to allow himself to be 
taken to the Philadelphia hospital. 

Webb sat in his cellar room, lighted 
only by a candle stuck in the neck of 
a bottle, when Dr. T. F. Buehanan, the 
district surgeon, called to take care 
of him. 

“No, I will not go to the poorhouse,” 
he sobbed. “We kept out this long, 
and I will keep on fighting. She would 
never want me to go there.” 

From neighbors, it was learned that 
the old couple had lived in the cellar 
several years.

NO DANGER OF EXHAUSTING 
NATIONAL FOREST TIMBER 


Wood Supply is not Being Ex- 
hausted by Timber Sales 


dangerously deplete the country’s 
wood supply isthe declaration of 
Chief Forester Henry S. Graves 
in a statement made public today. 

“There is no danger of cutting 
off the national forests too rapid- 
ly’, said Mr. Graves, “nor will 
our sales strengthen the control 
of the lumbering industry by a 
few powerful companies. In 
every individual sale specific pro- 
visions are made to safe guard the 
public interest in both these par- 
ticulars. 

“Not long ago the policy of 


conservation, as applied to the 
national forests, was supposed 
to mean that the Government’s 


timber resources were indefinite- 
ly tied up. Now the fear is ex- 
pressed that we are cutting too 
much timber—the other extreme. 
Because the forest

sales the amount disposed of to 
a single purchaser is no greater 
than will justify the investment 
necessary for logging improves 
ments.

aims to cut off all the National 
Forest timber within a few years. 
Or it is assumed that we are mak- 
ing sales chiefly to the larger lum- 
ber companies, and thereby play- 
ing into the hands of big lumber 
interests. 

“The function of ,the Forest 
Service is primarily to avoid just 
those dangers; the evils of un- 
scientific lumbering and the foster- 
ing of monopoly. How these 
evils are guarded against is illus- 
trated in our recent sales. 

“The Forest Service recently 
advertised about 245 million feet 
of timber on the Kaniksu Na- 
tional Forest in the northwest 
corner of Idaho, the first large 
sales in this locality. The Kanik- 
su forest contains, as a matter of 
fact, nearly 2,730,000,000 feet of 
merchantable stumpage. Ten 
years will be required. to cut the 
amount advertised, which is only 
one-tenth of the total stand of 
the forest. In other words, about 
one per cent of the timber of this 
forest will be cut off annually, 
no more than is being produced 
every year by growth. The tim- 
ber advertised has been awarded 
to two relatively small local lum- 
ber companies, which have no 
affiliations with large timber cor- 
porations and own but very small 
quantities of timber themselves. 

“A number of recent sales have 
been made on the Whitman Na- 


tional forest in the Blue Moun- 
tains of northeastern Oregon. 


Within the last three yerrs near- 
ly 262,000,000 feet have } een con- 
tracted for on this forest. From 
seven to ten years will be re- 
quired to cut this timber, which 
is less than 7 1-2 per cent of the 
amount on the whole forest. The 
Whitman timber which has been 
sold is split up into four separate 
contracts, of from 56 million to 73 
million feet each, to four separate 
and independent local companies. 
This can hardly be called promot- 
ing a monopoly.

PIPE IN STOCK 


Board of Public Works Refuses 
Suggestion—Street Rail- 
way Repairs 


The Board of Public Works 
last evening voted to instruct 
Clerk MeAvoy to notify the R. 
D. Wood company that the city 
would not accept any water pipe 
to be used for main replacement, 
unless the pipe was made in ac- 


cordance with contract require- 
ments, and approved by Mr. 
Conard of New Jersey, who is 


employed to make inspections be- 
fore shipment. 

At the last meeting of the 
board an agent of the R. D. Wood 
company was present and at his 
suggestion it was decided to buy 
16 inch pipe from stock, provid- 
ing Inspector Conard was satis- 
fied that it was all right. As a 
result of this action a communi- 
cation from Mr. Conard was read 
last evening in which the inspector 
that the dimensions of the 
stock pipe now being cast would 
not interchange with pipe already 
cast, according to contract, and 
this difference in dimensions would 
probably cause serious complica- 
tions when the pipe is being laid 
and connected. 

The R. D. Wood company also 
wrote stating that the pipe was 
entirely sound and despite the 
objection of Mr. Conard it could 
be laid in one straight line, the 
last pipe to be fitted so as to

LOST BIBLE VERSES FOUND 


Manuscripts Belonging to New Teata- 
ment Discovered in Egypt Have 
Additions to St. Mark. 

London, England.—Some long mise- 
ing verses of the new testament are 
included in the manuscripts of the 
gospels discovered in Egypt six years 
ago and purchased by Charles L. 
Freer of Detroit, Mich., according to 
a study made of the Freer manu- 
scripts by the Times. A facsimile of 
the manuscftpts has been presented to 
the British museum by the University 
of Michigan, to which Mr. Freer as- 
signed the task of publication, and, ac- 
cording to the Times study, there 
have been found in the gospel of St. 
Mark several verses which occur in 
no other known manuscript of the 
new testament, although they were 
known to St. Jerome, who quotes part 
of them. 

In the Freer manuscript, after the 
passage in which it is said that Jesus 
upbraided his disciples for their un- 
belief, the text continues as follows: 

“And they excused thémselves, say- 
ing that this age of lawlessness and 
unbelief is under Satan, who, through 
the agency of unclean spirits, suffers 
not the true power of God to be ap- 
prehended. 


“For the cause, said they unto 
Christ, reveal now at once thy right 
eousness. 


“And Christ said unto them, the lim. 


{t of the years of the powers of Satan 


is (not) fulfilled, but it draweth near 
(the text here as elsewhere is cor 
rupt). 

“For the sake of those that have 
sinned was 1 given up. unto death, 
that they may return unto the truth 
and sin no more, but may inherit the 
spiritual and incorruptible glory of 
righteousness in heaven.” 

A large number of variations in oth- 
er portions of the new testament are 
also pointed out by the Times in the 
Freer manuscripts.

WHERE KAISER IS SUPREME 


Emperor’s Power as Commander of 
Germany's Armed Fore 
Absolute, 

Berlin.—While as to ordinary affairs 
the kaiser is subject to the law in 
the same manner as his humblest sub- 
ject, there is one department in which 
his power is practically absolute—his 
power as commander in chief of the 
empire's armed forces. 

His supremacy in this regard has 
just been reaffirmed by a judgment 
of the Kammergericht affirming the 
judgment of a provincial court in an 
action brought to protect a patent 
right. 

Bight years ago the kaiser issued 
an order directing the introduction of 
Saber carriers attached to cavalry 
saddles. A Berlin inventor declared 
the saber carriers to be an infringe- 
ment of his patent, and that they

could not be used without his permis- 
sion, and he brenght an action for 
damages and an injunction against 
the carrying out of the imperial order. 

A provincial court found against 
him, and the Kammergericht has af: 
firmed this judgment. The Appellate 
court declared that, irrespective of 
whether the patent be infringed or 
not, the plaintiff has no standing and 
that the kaiser in issuing any order 
concerning the equipment of the army 
is exercising his supreme military 
power, and his orders are not subject 
to any law, nor can any court act in 
derogation thereof.

Among the effects found in her room 
at a lodging house was a letter ad 
dressed to her mother, and a Bible 
which had been presented to her as @ 
reward by the Sunday school which 
she attended. 

The superintendent at the Dennison 


factory said the girl was employed 
there making paper boxes. She had 
been at work but a short time, he 


said, and, like all unskilled helpers, 
was started at $5 a week.

New York.—If persons living near 
the water front in Staten island and 
Bay Ridge had trained binoculars on 
the bridge of the British freighter In- 
draghiri as she passed through the 
narrows recently at the end of a voy- 
age from the orient a diminutive figure 
in oilskins, sea boots and wearing a 
southwester would have been seen 
strutting about with an air that indi- 
cated nothing was so important as 
the navigation of this ship. 

The small person was Phyllis Kel- 
way, four years old, daughter of Capt. 
W. HE. Kelway, Royal Naval Reserves, 
commander of the Indraghiri. Enter: 
ing or leaving port, Phyllis is never 
absent from her father’s side on the 
bridge. She thinks so much of her 
seagoing outfit she always wears it in 
fair or squally wather. 

Every officer in the ship agrees the 
tiny sailor girl can box the compass, 
and at the rate her father is teachng 
her navigation she soon will be able 
to “shoof the sun” and map off 
a course on the chart. 

The child’s love of the sea comes 
naturally. She was born in midocean 
in a hurrcane and never has shown 
fear in rough weather. In fact, the 
officers who romp with her on deck 
when the ship is rolling and pitching 
say she shows much more enthusiasm 
when waves are breaking over the 
forecastle.

wester. She runs to her mother with 
the news and away she goes for the 
bridge, with somebody's careful eye 
trailing her. Officers say the child 
will never leave the bridge, even 
even though tired and sleepy unless 
the captain tells her she can go. 

Second Officer Beatty said there 
isn't a man on the ship who doesn’t 
think more of their little sailor pet 
than the entire ship and the $2,000,006 
cargo she brought. 

Capt. Kelway is commodore of. the 
Indra fleet. He hails from Milford 
Haven, Wales, and has won a medal 
for life saving. His ship is perhaps 
the best equipped freighter coming to 
this port. She carries telemotor steer 
ing gear and hms patent hold ladders 
in her ventilators. These ladders in 
the ventilators permit the crew to go 
into the cargo holds without opening 
the hatches. The life of a stowaway 
was saved in this way. He was suffo 
cating in the hold, but managed to 
grope his way to a ventilator and 
climbed, almost exhausted, to deck.

VACATION PRIVILEGES and Every Chicken Loves 


Readers who are now making their plans for the rapidly approach- 
ing vacation season are reminded once more of the special privileg es 
offered by the library to those who are leaving town, whether for a, few 
weeks or for the summer. In most of the vaé¢ation territory library ad- 
vantages are inadequate or entirely lacking. This loss of home privil- 
eges the Libraay tries to remedy as far as possible by the following 
regulations adopted by the Trustees. 

“Special privileges may be allowed borrowers during the summer 
vacation period under the following conditions: 

(a) Five books of fiction and the usual number of books of non- 
fiction may be borrowed for the vacation period on a borrower's card, 

(b) New books purchased within one year shall not be lent on 

vacation loan, 

(ce) Books lent under this plan must be returned not later than the 
last day of September, and the usual fines shall be charged for books 
kept beyond that time. 

(ad) Books lent under this plan are subject to recall at the expense 
of the borrower, if needed.” he 

By way of further explanation it may be noted that the number of 
books of non-fietion allowed is not limited; that, while September 30 
is the extreme limit of time, books may be returned just as much sooner 
as the borrower desires; and that the recall provision is one very rarely 
resorted to, and need hardly be regarded by the borrower as a risk of 
additional expense. It is understood that these privileges are accorded 
only to those who are actually leaving town.

HYPODERMIC RESTORES LIFE 


Action of the Heart Can Be Prolonged 
After Death, Says French 
Physician. 

Paris, France—Death is by no 
means the sudden change which our 
' minds, laden with metaphysical tradl- 
tion, imagine. We talk of something 
| —the soul—fiying away from the 
body. It is seemingly all over. But 
it may not be, concedes the official 
bulletin of the French Academy of 
Medicine. A well known doctor has 
shown that every funetion of life save 
consciousness may be kept up. This 
authority sees nothing extravagant in 
the idea that medical science may 
some day go a step farther. It may 
restore consciousness even after it 
has been pronounced to be extinct— 
provided fundamental chemical trans- 
formations have not supervened. For 
& period as long as a decade French 
physicians have said it is possible to 
restore the action of the heart after 
“death” by means fo hypodermic in- 
jections. Even in so-called sudden 
death there is a period which in 
French medical literature is called 
“psychic twilight.” 


The case most in point, bearing up- 


on the whole subject, is that of a late 
noted French duke. He was a con- 
spicuous figure in the old legitimist 
club life of the French capital. He 
died recently at 4t0 o’clock at night. 
His younger son would be of age at 
midnight. For the sake of the two 
hours—the younger son being still an 
infant in the eyes of the law—it seem- 
ed as if the whole of the duke’s estate 
must be tied up in endless litigation. 
But the family lawyers—they were at 
the bedside—pinned their faith in the 
new discoveries regarding death. They 
made manifest to the physicians the 
tremendous legal consequences of the 
duke's death before midnight. 

Hypodermic injections were resort. 
ed to. The heart began to beat again, 
the temperature of the body went up, 
breathing was restored. In fact, the 
body came back to “life,” and in this 
state it was kept until a quarter of an 
hour after midnight. A magistrate 
had been called to the house to see to 
the interests of the “infant ward.” He 
witnessed the revival from seeming 
death to life.

$5 was told at the Union Avenue hos 
pital with the announcement that 
Helen M. Goodridge, eighteen years 
old, died of poison, self-administered. 

The girl was the daughter of Mrs. 
Della Goodridge, of 6444 Irving street, 
Philadelphia. She took rat poison and 
Was removed to the hospital in a dy- 
ing condition. 

In an ante-mortem statement to Dr. 
William M. Bodwell, of the hospital 
staff, the girl said she had been ob- 
liged to support herself since she was 
fourteen years old. Recently she 
came here from Upton, Mass., where 
she had worked in a hat factory. She 
obtained employment inthe paper box 
and crepe paper factory of the Denni- 
60n Manufacturing company. 

Her earnings were insufficient, she 
said, for her support; she had “been 
half-starved for weeks,” and chose to 
end her life rather than to continue 
what seemed to her a hopeless strug:

Miss Goodridge bore a perfect repu- 
tation, according to acquaintances. 
Among the effects found in her room 
at a lodging house was a letter ad: 
dressed to her mother, and a Bible 
which had been presented to her as a 
reward by the Sunday school which 
she attended. 

The superintendent at the Dennison 
factory said the girl was employed 
there making paper boxes. She had 
been at work but a short time, he 
said, and, like all unskilled helpers, 
was started at $5 a week. 


POTATOES SAVED HIS LIFE 


Locked In Freight Car Four Days the 
Prisoner Lived on Tubers Until 
Rescued. 


Wilmington, Del.—Locked in a 
freight car at Jacksonville, Fla., last 
Friday, a man about 40 years old was 
rescued in the local freight yards of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad by Special 
Officer West.

J. K. Cornwall Will Guide Expedi- 
tion on Mackenzie. 


Party of Writers and Artists Will Ex: 
plore the Far North That Its 
Resources May Be Made 
Known to All. 


Edmonton, Alta—James K. Corn 
wall of Edmonton, member of the pro 
vincial parliament for Peace river, 
will conduct a party of writers, artists 
and moving-picture photographers 
down the Mackenzie river, in the hin- 
terland of Alberta, to the fringe of 
the Arctic circle, to show the life of 
the Indian, fur trapper, traders and 
settlers and the development of the 
country. A film company will send 
two machines and an operator. The 
party will return about the end of the 
year. 

Among others the party will in- 
clude Mr. Cornwall, who has passed a 
quarter century in the  northland; 
Charles Russell, the Indian artist of 
Montana; Emerson Hough, author and 
Spécial writer; P. K. Miller, scientist, 
and George Fraser, chronologist. 

The route is from Edmonton to 
Athabasca Landing by rail, along the 
Athabasca river to the Mackenzie 
river by way of Lesser Slave and 
Great Slave lakes, down the Macken- 
zie to Porcupine, to the Yukon, visit- 
ing Dawson and Whitehorse and go- 
ing thence to Herschell’s island. 

The explorers, traveling in scows, 
skiffs and steamers, will visit the nu- 
merous trading posts in the north, 
and it is probable that several photo- 
plays will be worked out by the real 
pioneers of the country. 

Mr. Cornwall, who is financing the 
project, is the head of the Northern 
Trading company, which operates a 
line of boats on northern waters. He 
has been over thousands of miles of 
the yirgin territory, and is known 
among the dwellers of the north as 
far as any white man has yet pene- 
trated the interior.

Paris.—The wonderful depot of lost 
articles, which for thirty yeare had

LIVE AFTER MONTH’S DEATH 


Rats and Other Creatures, Congealed 
In Liquid Air That Fills 
Jars, Revived. 


Baltimore.—A third state between 
life and death, a state of “latent life,” 
or suspended animation, has been in- 
dicated by a series of experiments re- 
cently made in the psychological and 
histological laboratories of the Johns 
Hopkins Medical school. These ex- 
periments, which have been under 
way for a number of months, show, it 


‘is believed, a number of steps be 


tween life and death. 

The fact that life in various organ- 
isms may be suspended by freezing in 
liquid air and by other processes and 
the possibility of it. 

There are instances where such ank 
mals as frogs and rats, snails and 
even fish have their lives suspended 
by the freezing process, sometimes so 
thoroughly that their intestines can 
be taken out amass, and yet on being 
“thawed out” after a period of weeks 
revive most actively. , 

These animals are perfectly normal 
when placed in a refrigerating far, 
just large enough to hold one animal 
The jar is filled with liquid air at a 
certain temperature, and after a short 
time the animals appear lifeless. A 
month later they are removed and on 
being massaged show signs of life, 
sometimes reviving completely. 

No claim is made that after death 
life can be restored, but in many in- 
stances where life is thought to be 
extinct, it is only masked, and it re 
mains for the scientists to discover 
through experiment whether he is 

paling with death itself or with lat

No answer being received 
to their knocking, they pushed open 
the door and found Lemieux’s body. 

At first their impression was that 
wild beasts had been at the man, but 
then the stab wounds were noticed 
In addition to the eight in the region 
of the heart, there were 23 in various 
parts of the body. 

The guides, startled and mystified, 
started to drag the body to bury it be- 
neath rocks in the outer air, \. hen 
they saw Le Claire’s scratching on 
the back of the door. Le Claire and 
Lemieux started into the north coun- 
try in December on an extended bunt. 
Le Claire has not been found and tt is 
presumed he perished. 

From Pringe Rupert, B. C., cames 
another tale of men driven mad by. 
cold and hunger in Alaska. Three 
prospectors who started from Atlin, a 
placer mining camp on the Yukon, 
reached a trading post near Jaslin 
lake, where they had expected to 
renew their supplies, only to find it 
abandoned. 

One man volunteered to go back 
for more supplies. He lost his way 
and when found by the Indians was 
nearly dead. 

The mind of one of the remaining 
party gave way through the cold and 
he leaped into a campfire. His name 
was Lindermann. Redmond, the other 
man, dragged him out of the flames, 
but he died. 

After burying Lindermann, Ret 
mond turned the dogs loose and let 
them find a trail. They led him to 
an Indian camp, where he was cared 
for and then'sent to Atlin. His feet 
were so badly frozen that they were 
amputated.

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Eccentric New w. Yolk. Yachtsman 
Was Generous Giver. 


Hermet of Magnificent Vessel Kept 
His Well Paid Crew in Contin- 
ual Turmoil—Ready to Sail 
But Never Started. 


New York, N. Y.—The weird career 
of McBvers Bayard Brown is drawing 
to a close. He is an eccentric million- 
aire New Yorker, who for twenty-four 
years has led a grotesque existence 
aboard his magnificent yacht, the Val- 
freya, anchored in Brightlingsea har- 
bor. The doctors say he is critically 
ill and likely to die, says on London 
correspondent of the New York Hve- 
ning World, 


The squirt gun, with which he glee- 
fully shot icy water into the ears of 
sleeping sailors, the thick sticks with 
which he belabored long suffering 
members of the crew and the iron po- 
ker with which he has long delighted 
to thump the second engineer have all 
been laid aside. 

The beggars who for years have 
gone out in boats to the Valfreya and 
wheedled money from her strange 
owner with tales of imaginary fires in

their homes, the death of children 
that never existed and the untimely 
demise of cows and horses that had 
no existence save in fancy, are now 
forbidden to board the yacht. 


Brightlingsea is despondent over 
the prospect of losing the odd char- 
acter who has been free with his 
money, after a wildly capricous fash- 
ion, for more than two decades. 

Twenty-four years ago the Valfreya, 
then spick and span and new, an- 
chored in the mouth of the Colne, a 
little river emptying into the sea at 
the Essex coast. A new master from 
Brightlingsea was hired with the un- 
derstanding that he must be forever 
ready to set sail at once, though, he 
was told, it was hardly likely that the 
anchor ever would be lifted again. At 
first a crew of forty-three men was 
kept aboard the yacht. Now only half 
a dozen are there. The yacht is 
crusted inches thick with barnacles 
today. 

The master has prospered. He owns 
three tugboats and houses in the 
town. But those who know Mr. 
Brown’s peculiarities -say he has 
earned the money. 


Word long ago reached Brightling- 
fea that the yacht owner’s father was 
the late Alexander Speers Brown, a 
very wealthy New Yorker, and that 
he was a grandson of the late Robert 
Bayard. It was said his cousins, W. 
Bayard Cutting and R. Fulton Cutting 
of New York, managed his estate in 
America, sending hig the income, 
which he spent or gave away on the 
Valfreya. 

He paid his sailors unheard of 
prices, with the stipulation that they 
should never complain of treatment 
received, He got great fun out of catch- 


ing men alone and unawares and beat-, 


ing them with sticks, At other times 
he would invite the whole crew to 
drink ale with him and, after the 
draught had been disposed of, wduld 
fall to right and left, with his cudgel, 
beating the men until, weary and 
laughing, he would sink into a seat. 

He particularly delighted to beat 
second engineers with iron pokers. 
These strange propensities on his part 
made it difficult to keep men aboard 
the yacht despite the ridiculously 
high wages paid. 

He also loved to empty buckets of 
water on sailors as they slept and he 
had a two-quart syringe of tin with 
which he squirted water into the ears 
of men slumbering soundly i their 
bunks. 

Sometimes all night long he would 
prance about the decks on all fours 
mewing like a cat. Fer a period he 
imagined he and the ship had been 
surcharged with electricity and at an- 
other time had the hallucination that 
“blue devils” had stolen his lungs. 

On somé*occasions he would admit 
beggars who came in boats, bit as 
often as otherwise would stand at the 
rail and pelt those in the boats with 
potatoes and cabbages, berating them 
with his tongue meanwhile. 

He gave parks to several towns on 
the Essex coast amd also has long 
maintained several libraries,

Dayton, 0., Te bn Ret on Road to Pros- 
perity Again. 


Everybody in One Davastated Town 
Working, and Wages Are Higher 
Than They Were Ever Known 
to Be Before. 


Dayton, O.—Dayton is taking care 
of herself again. Only a few soldiers 
are left doing police duty. Military 
law is theoretically in force, and 
Adjt. Gen. George H. Wood is still 
here. The eurfew has become a tech- 
nicality, and citizens may go abroad 
till 11 o'clock each night. The saloons 
are open through the day. 

Major Rhoades of the United States 
army has gone, leaving the work of 
sanitation and cleaning in the hands 
of the city authorities. Relief proc- 
esses have come to a standstill, ex- 
cept for the work of the Red Cross, 
under Dr. Edward T. Devine of New 
York. 

The factories started running in an 
incredibly short time after the flood. 
Their accumulation of orders in- 
sures rush work and overtime all sum- 
mer. With everybody working, wages 
higher than ever known, and with 90- 
000 persons having lost part or all 
of their household goods and clothing, 
there could be no question about busi- 
ness. Dayton is already a boom town, 
and must continue to be the busiest 
city in the United States for many 
months to come. 

Every merchant who has been able 
to get new stock has been doing a 
volume of business from-40 to 60 per 
cent .greater than at the correspond- 
ing time last year—and this with 
rough board counters, emergency fix- 
tures, and demoralized sales forces. 
Treasury department officials sent 
here to restore financial operations 
told disheartened merchants from the 
first that they would turn their stock 
more times in the next six months 


than they ordinarily did in five years. 
The first month’s sales have  con- 
vinced most of them that this was a 
correct prediction. 

Every merchant of good reputation 
has received astonishing favors from 
houses from which he buys. Many 
have canceled old accounts; nearly 
all have extended their credit. Citi- 
zens have been advised not to avail 
themselves of the bankruptcy law, and 
none so far have done so, 


Thousands of carpenters, plasterers 
and painters are at work. There is 
still much mud and debris in the 
streets, though nearly 20,000 wagon- 
loads have been hauled away. Most 
of the boards, broken furniture and 
the like was taken to the _ public 
dumps and burned, At McKinley park, 
devastated by the flood, there was a 
huge bonfire covering two city blocks, 
with fire fighting apparatus surround- | | 


ing it. {4 


It is contended by a large element I i 
that the work of cleaning has been 
hampered by the opening of the 
saloons, which opened ten days ago. 
Four thousand men had been em- 
ployed on the cleaning work, many 
imported from Chicago and _ other 
cities. Hundreds of them became de- 
moralized through drinking and left 
the city. 


Immediate attention is to be given 
the broken levees, in which only the 
bad breaks have been stopped. The 
government is giving attention to the 
improvement of the great Miami from 
source to mouth. War department 
engineers have surveyed the district. 

Revised estimates of the financial 
loss very almost as widely as they 
did at first. A survey by a company 
of bankers and real estate men re- 
sulted in a total of $128,000,000, in- 
cluding $50,000,000 for depreciation 
of real estate. All the estimates prob- 
ably are too high. The chamber of 
commerce’s estimate of mercantile 
losses is $12,000,000. Not more than 
one-third of the churches and schools 
escaped the flood. Most of the schools 
re-opened as soon as the waters re- 
ceded. A few of the buildings can 
not be used before fall, and pupils 
are boubling up, half time, in nearby 
schools, 

The Red Cross has distributed aid 
to 6,000 families, most of them havy- 
ing received an average of $25 each. 
More aid is to be extended in the way 
of a start in housekeeping, anc in all 
about $400,000 will be used in Day- 
ton. More than 9,000 families have 
registered as being in need of help.

WOMAN BRAVE NIGHT WATCH 


New York’s Only Example Has Re- 
pulsed Burglar—Believes “We're 
Good as Men.” 

New York.—New York's only wom- 
an “night watchman” is distinctly pret- 
ty. Her fair hair curls softly under 
her gold lettered cap and her blue 
eyes are so dark as to be almost black. 
Her clear color and tall figure are a 
heritage from her Swedish ancestors, 
and there is Viking quality, too, in her 

courage. 

“I'm not afraid,” she says simply. 
“Any woman would make as good a 
watchman as a man if she had his 
nerve. I took it up after my husband 
died, so I could have a home for my 
little girl. If I went out to work she 
would be alone, but now when she 
comes home from school I am here.” 
The little girl is rather a big little 
girl, for although Mrs. Astrid Wolfe 
is not thirty, her daughter Lillian is 
ten. 

“When I first took charge of this 
studio building I didn’t know quite 
what my work would be, but the own- 
er wanted a woman on duty at night, 
because there are several ladies liv- 
ing alone in the studios. I am here 
in case they should be taken ill, but 
I have never had to do anything for 
any of them except to crawl down the 
tire escape and get the cat that one 
of them locked in her studio and for- 
got when she went away for a week. 

“The two or three encounters that 
I have had with men have not been 
serious. When the house was being 
remodeled the fence next door at the 
back was torn down, and three young 
men eame in one night and sat on the 
steps. I went over and told them 
they would have to move, because I 
knew I would be held responsible for 
anything that happened while the 
fence was down and the people 
were away. 

“‘What right have you got to ask 
us to move?’ one of them asked. 
‘We're going to stay right here.’ 

“‘No you are not,’ I said, and I 
took hold of his qollar and jerked him 
up to his feet. He started to strike 
back at me, but I pulled out the police- 
man’s whistle that I wear around my 
neck, and they ran off in a hurry. A 
burglar that I caught trying to get 
into the house where I was care- 
taker uptown did strike me, and dis- 
located my shoulder. It pains me 
still sometimes, but it hasn’t made me 
afraid. 

“Women would make good watch- 
men in almost any building, as far as 
I can see. I should be quite willing to 
take charge of an office building. The 
scrubwomen are there nearly all night, 
and even when they are not there is 
no danger if you are not afraid. 
Women caretakers are very much 
needed now in the subway and elevated 
women’s dressing rooms. Men never 
get anything clean. They slop a lit- 
tle dirty water about and never look 
to see if the dirt is gone. Women 
streo+ inspectors and policewomen 
would not be a bad thing, either.” 


TRACES SOURCE OF CRIME 

Dr. Goddard of Vineland, Attributes 

Evil and Intoxication to 
Feeble Minds. 


Mount Holly.—That 75 per cent. of 
the people who become intoxicated 
are feeble-minded and would be class- 
ed among degenerates. by scientific 
tests, was the declaration of Dr. Henry 
G, Goddard, director of research of 
the Vineland training school, who ad- 
dressed a Burlington county audience 
on the problem of “The Pineys.” 
Drunkennes and the social evil, he as- 
serted, can never be curbed until the 
problem is attacked from the stand- 
point of feeble-mindedness, Philadel- 
phia, in its vice crusade, he said, faces 
exactly the same problem that New 
Jersey finds most strongly intrench- 
ed in its pine belt. 

“To call this the Piney problem is 
a misnomer,” said Dr. Goddard. “We 
have made the recent research in the 
Burlington county pines merely be- 
cause that section seemed to afford 
the best opportunity to investigation. 
The problem is not confined to Bur- 
lington county, for it is found in 
every country of every state in the 
Union. It makes no difference what 
phase of the problem of vice, drunk- 
enness, pauperism or crime, that we 
attack, we find feeble-minded in some 
form is the contributing cause.”

John Bancroft, Before Coroner's Jury, 
Allows 110 Volts to Pass 
Through Body. 


Wilmington, Del.—To

FIND HISTORIC GRAVE 


Flood at Battie Ground, Ind, | 
Washes out Skeletons. 


Jesuit Missionary and Indians Be. | 
lleved to Have Been Buried 
There In Seventeenth Cen- 
tury—Silver Cross Is 

on Bones, 

Battle Ground, Ind. —Guy Fisher, a | 
farmer boy living near Battle Ground, 
Ind,, stumbled on to a strange find a 
few days ago near the mouth of 
the Tippecanoe river that may be of 
considerable historic interest. Many 
small mounds of earth are to be seen 
In the neighborhood which is named 
for the battle of Tippecanoe between 
Gen. Harrison and Tecumseh’s war- 
riors. Some of these have been open- 
ed from time to time, and relics of 
the red men have been found in them, 
but the latest is considered one of the 
most important yet unearthed in that 
district. 

Recent high water from the Tippe- | 
canoe and Wabash rivers and Wild 
Cat creek inundated the entire coun- | 
tryside. Young Fisher was going 
over the territory contiguous to the | 
joining of the Tippecanoe and’ Wa- 
bash rivers after the water had re- 
ceded and found one of the larger of 
the mounds washed out. Uncovered 
by the waters but undisturbed weré 
five skeletons. The center one of the 
quintet was larger than the others, 
and upon it rested a heavy cross, 
known to antiquarians as the “Jesuit 
double cross.” 

The young man, after making these 
discoveries, dug lower into the spot 
and found a stone pipe, several hand- | 
fuls of arrow and spear heads of 
stone, a curlous copper ornament, two 
metal buttons and several other small 
stone articles, both implements of 
peace and war. 

It is supposed by some that the 
larger of the five men—for all the 
have been determined as 
those of males—was a Jesuit mission- 
ary, while the others are supposed to 
have been Indians. 

History tells of the burial of De La 
Salle, the French explorer who was 
in the Northwest territory in the 
year 1680, in the Mississippi river, 
after, he had been disappointed in his 
venture of the Griffin, which he dis- 
patched from the head of Lake Huron. 
The boat never returned from its voy- 
age to Niagara and the Frenchman 
started on the long trip of 1,500 miles 
to Canad: first going down the Mis-

IS FAST! 


McCormick’s Craft Covers More Than 
Mile a Minute in Hammonds- 
port, N. Y., Trial. 

Hammondsport, N. Y.—Harold 
McCormick's big flying boat, designed 
by Glenn H. Curtiss, was tried out 
here and proved successful beyond | 
Curtiss’ expectations. The new flying 
boat is large and heavy, as compared 
with previous machines of this type 
built in America. It has a spread of 
more than 40 feet and weighs, when 
loaded, considerably more than a ton. 

The power plant consists of a motor | 
weighing more than 300 pounds and 
developing 106 horse power. It was 
expected that the boat would be sea- 
worthy, but not particularly fast. The 
trials proved that it would make more 
than a mile a minute flying in the air 
and about 50 miles an hour when used 
as a motor boat in the water. 

Mr, Curtiss made the first trip, ac- 
companied by L. A. Vilas of Chicago 
and another flying boat owner. With- 
in a hundred yards from the starting 
point the boat rose from the water 
and sailed gracefully down the lake.
